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Surplus 
close to 
$6 million

NEWTON — The city began a 
new financial accounting period 
Monday with unencumbered 
funds estimated at $3.5 to $4 
million left over from the 
previous year. 

Comptroller Lawrence H. 
Marino placed the city’s year-end 
surplus in the $5.5 to $6 million 
range, but he said the amount of 
free cash — funds not yet 
dedicated to specific expen- 
ditures — actually totals about $2 
million less than that. 

The exact amount of free cash 
remaining from fiscal 1985, 
which ended June 30, will not be 
known until around August 1, he 
said. 

Officials from the Department 
of Revenue will take several days 
to verify the year-end figures 
after Marino officially closes the 
books on July 25 and sends in his 
financial statement to the state. 

Marino described the city’s 
financial finish as ‘‘a little better 
than we’ve had in the past couple 
of years.’’ Treasurer Theodore L. 
Scafidi said, ‘I think we're in 
great shape.’ 

One year ago, the city ended 
fiscal 1984 with a state-approved 
surplus position of $5.6 million 
and free cash totalling $3.6 
million. 

The estimated unencumbered 
funds remaining from fiscal 1985 
fall within state guidelines which 
consider a free cash position 
equal to 3 to 5 percent of a 
municipality’s total operating 
budget as a good margin of safety 
for meeting future needs. 


Both Marino and Scafidi 
believe the city will have no trou- 
ble retaining its unique AAA- 
bond rating, the highest assigned 
by Moody’s Investment Service 
of New York. 

That credit rating allows the ci- 
ty to borrow large sums of money 
at the most favorable interest 
rates available and also shows 
potential investors that the bonds 
originating here are a safe buy. 

Newton is the only city in the 
Commonwealth and only one of 
20 cities in the nation to attain the 
Triple-A rating 

Scafidi, who recently borrowed 
$2.8 million in bond anticipation 
notes, said Moody's is likely to 
verify the city’s credit position

Crafts St. office 
gets green light

NEWTONVILLE — The Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) last week 
reversed its decision of a month ago and unanimously voted to allow 
construction on Michael lodice's five-story office building on Crafts 
Street to go forward 

Despite reservations from some board members about whether the 
building would be a good neighbor to the many single-family homes 
abutting the property, the board felt it had no choice under the cur- 
rent zoning ordinances but to let the project, being built as a matter of 
right, continue 

Ward 1 Alderman-at-Large Bruce Carmichael, representing 
residents of the area around the project, had asked the ZBA to repeal 
the Iodice’s building permit, Carmichael, along with Ward 1 Alder- 
man Ronald A, Marini, said the project went against the general pur- 
poses as outlined in the zoning ordinances, such as ‘preventing over- 
crowding of land and undue concentration of population; lessening 
the congestion of traffic; preserving and increasing the amenities 
and aesthetic qualities of the city; and providing for adequate light 
andair.”’ 4 

The residents were displeased with the prospect of a five-story 
building being built in the middle of their neighborhood and the effect 
the traffic from such a building might have on an already congested 
area, near the corner of Crafts and Washington Streets, The building 
would have on-site parking for 190 cars. 

Several residents also complained the building would block the sun 
from their homes

Zastrea called upon a friend, 
Max Snobar, to join him for the 
rest of the tour 

‘Max was great,” ea 
recalled. ‘“‘We didn't get into 
fights or arguments, We put on a 
pretty good show without hurting 
each other and the audience lov- 
edit.” 

Zastrea remembered a time in 
Butte, Montana, when he and his 
friend followed Mae West onto 
the staye 

The kids in Butte were a pret- 
ty rough bunch,” he said. ‘They 
were throwing fruit and garbage 
up on the stage where Mae West 
was. It got so bad, they finally 
had to put up a screen,”’ 

Not wanting to work behind a 
sereen, and being a bit worried 
about the crowd, Zastrea told his 
partner to put on a good show 

“Me and Max put on a great 
show. We were so good, the fans 
mobbed us and asked for our 
autographs they didn’t know 
nobody was getting hurt up 
there.” 

After a while, Zastrea received 
notice that his tour was up. One 
night, with two shows left, he 
clobbered a ref who egged him to 
hurt his friend in the ring. 

“It was a mess,” Zastrea said, 
‘The cops came up on stage and 
everything.” 

Later that night, Zastrea again 
hit the ref, this time by accident, 
as he walked into a routine the 
two fighters had rehearsed. 

















Again, Zastrea retired from the 
fight game doing bit parts in the 
melodrama, only to return to the 
ring as a carnival fighter — get- 
ting paid to knock guys from the 
audience out 

“When I was working the car- 
nies, they would have me fight 
guys from the audience. If they 
could last three rounds, they 
would win $10. Nobody ever beat 
me,” 


Though Zastrea had a fairly 
mild career in terms of injuries, 
he still bears the marks of his 
youthful puglistic career a 
nose broken so many times it 
needed plastic surgery, a jaw 
broken so many times it wobbles 
and fingers gnarled from years of 
hitting people. The pain taught 
Zastrea a lesson he would later 
pass onto his son

WEST NEWTON — Newton District Court was evacuated Mon- 
day afternoon following a threat that ‘terrorists’ were going to 
come into the building and “‘shoot everybody up,” police said 

Police said a man with no apparent accent called the head- 
quarters on Washington Street at 1:40 p.m. and issued the threat 
that the courthouse next door would be attacked in 10 minutes, Lt. 
John I. Likely said, 

According to Likely, the caller said, ‘‘Terrorists are going to the 
courthouse to shoot everybody up. You better get everybody out of 
there. We'll be over in ten minutes,” The caller hung up after 
delivering the m ge, Likely said. 

Presiding Justice Monte G. Basbas decided the more than 20 
employees at the court should leave the building after learning of 
the threatening call from police. 

“Most of these things turn out to be nothing, but you never 
know,’’ Basbas said as he stood on the sidewalk outside the court in 
the afternoon sun, Basbas supervised the building’s evacuation 

All court cases scheduled for Monday had been completed when 
the call came in, Basbas said. The court offices were closed for the 
afternoon 

The one prisoner in the court's jail cell was moved to the police 
station for safe keeping until he was picked up by the Middlesex 
County Sheriff shortly before 3 p.m., Likely said. 

A total of 10 officers wer signed to search the inside the three- 
story stone courthouse at 1309 Washington St. and stand watch out- 
side following the telephone call, Likely said. Officers also looked 
on surrounding streets for suspicious trucks or cars, he added. 

Likely said the threatening call could not be readily traced 
because the caller did not use the 911 emergency number. 

Those evacuated from the courthouse included Judge Basbas, 
probation and court officers, magistrates and clerical staff. 

Two bomb threats in the late fall last year forced the evacuation 
of the courthouse 

Terrorist calls such as a bomb threats are felonies that carry a 
maximum sentence of 20 years, authorities said.

Gentile can supply. Last year, he 
designed the fireworks’ display 
for the Manchester River Fest in 
New Hampshire at a cost of 
$20,000. This year organizers of 
the River Fest have committed 
$22,000 to the fireworks display 


Telestar, which does about $1 
million worth of business a year, 
manufactuers exploding shells of 
16-, 18- and 24-inches. Each shell 
contains a different effect, Gen- 
tile said 


“Tt all depends on what a par- 
ticular group might want,’’ he 
said 

“We can make up anything. We 
can even put writing in the sky.”” 


One of the most popular 
fireworks that Gentile distributes 
is the chrysanthemum = shell 
which, when it opens, covers an 
area of 300 to 400 feet at a cost of 
about a dollar a foot 


As district manager, Gentile no 





longer handles the volatile 
chemicals which create the 
heavenly spectacales. 





“I’m not involved in manufac- 
turing anymore,’ Gentile said, 
breathing a sigh of relief. ‘‘There 
is a definite danger in manufac- 
turing fireworks.” 


Several years ago, while he 
was working for Rockingham 
Fireworks, the Lincoln Road 
resident, who earned a degree in 
chemistry from the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst, miss- 
ed being injured in an explosion 
at the plant by an hour. The blast 
destroyed a workshop and a 
storage shed. 


Gentile spoke of the recent 
fireworks’ explosion in 
Oklahoma which killed 21, most 





of them college students working 
at their summer job 

“Those are the ones that catise 
problems,” Gentile said of the 
smaller (Class E) fireworks 
Roman candles, firecrackers and 
bottle rockets — being manufac- 
tured in the Oklahoma plant. 


The Fourth of July and Labor 
Day are crunch-time in the 
firework industry. According to 
Gentile, Telestar has 120 shows 
scheduled between July 3 and the 
5 in New England. Gentile is, 
himself, responsible for 16 dif- 
ferent shows. 

On July 17, Gentile will re- 
enact the 1935 fireworks’ display 
started by ‘‘The Hammerer"’ and 
Rep. Joseph DeNucci’s grand- 
father for the Society of St. Mary 
of Carmen. Gentile, president of 
the society, said the display gets 
underway at 9 p.m. at Albemarle 
Playground in honor of the socie- 
ty’s 50th anniversary. 

The expert’s advice for a safe 
holiday, ‘I’ve seen plenty of kids 
get hurt ... People should leave 
fireworks to the professionals.”

CHESTNUT HILL — Bill Britt, who has taken to calling himself 
“The Hermit of Chestnut Hill,’ was found not guilty on a 
technicality in Brighton District Court last week of charges of

His court-appointed attorney, Daniel P, O’Brien, said the 
charges against Britt were for trespassing on one particular day in 
May 1984.

Mediator to enter firefighter talks 


NEWTON — The city is looking to an independent state mediating 
body for help in resolving its year-old contract stalemate with the 
Newton Firefighters Association (NFA) 

According to Chief Administrative Officer Richard Kelliher, the ci- 
ty will ask the Joint Labor Management Council (JLMC) to try and 
break the collective bargaining deadlock 

At the heart of the dispute is the city’s hard-line stance on wage in- 
creases. 

“The city has its basic wage pact on the table, We're agreeable to a 
small number of language issues, but they are looking for a far 
greater wage settlement that would cost the city substantially more 
than what we have offered,"' Kelliher said Monday 

Firefighter Lawrence Mazzola, a member of the NFA bargaining 
team, agreed that pay hikes were the key issue, but disagreed with 
Kelliher’s assessment of the firefighters’ demands. 

“They don’t want to talk. They don’t want to bargain with us at 
all,’ according to Mazzola. ‘The city has stated that they can afford 
to give us more than their offering, but they just don’t want to give it 
to us. They seem to say no to everything we bring up." 

According to Kelliher, there not been a lot of movement on

NEWTON A slight 
language problem has promp- 
ted city lawyers to reject a 
petition calling for the 
elimination of salaries and fr- 
inge benefits for members of 
the Board of Aldermen and 
School Committee. 

City Solicitor Dan Funk said 
last week the 50-signature peti-

Firm hired to test ground pollution 


NEWTON — Over a year 
after two ‘‘hot spots’’ of 
groundwater pollution delayed 
plans for a badly-needed mix- 
ed housing development at the 
Auburndale Yard, the city is 
moving to detect other 
underground fuel leaks. 

This week, officials from 
Northeastern Petroleum Ser- 
vice & Supply, Inc., of 
Jamaica Plain, are expected 
to sign a contract to test 72 fuel 
storage tanks buried on city- 
owned properties, 

The agreement calls for the 
work to be completed no later 
than Sept. 20 at a bid cost of 
$43,500. 

The firm won the project 
when it was learned that the 
low bidder, Jetline Services, 
Inc,, of Stoughton, could only 
test tanks that had a minimum 
pipe opening of three inches, 
Although Jetline submitted a 
bid price of $39,134, it failed to 


meet the city’s bidding 
specifications, according to 
Purchasing Agent Blair Kan- 
bar. 

The discovery of extensive 
subsurface fuel pollution 
below the former Auburndale 
Public Works Yard last April 
prompted Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann to initiate the city-wide 
testing effort. 


An independent geological 
firm doing test borings at the 
7.2 acre site off Auburndale 
Avenue found two slow- 
moving pockets of gasoline 
and diesel fuel in the ground 
water 


The contamination was trac- 
ed to four badly decayed 
storage tanks and one intact 
container abandoned when the 
yard was declared surplus city 
property in 1982, Most of the 
tanks had been underground 
for over 30 years. 


“I'm not surprised because 
there are enough 
technicalities in this thing as it 
is. I will take his advice and 
reword it in such a way that I 
know know he can’t reject it,” 
he said 

Mandell said he anticipates 
no trouble in getting the 50 cer- 
tified signatures he needs to 
restart the initiative petition 
process. 

Once the measure is cleared 
by the Law Department, 
Mandell will have six months 
from the date of filing to get 
the 4,783 certified resident 
signatures he needs to bring 
the matter before the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Funk said Mandell would be 


on solid legal ground if the 
petition is re-worded to make 
the pay cut effective one year 
after favorable action by the 
board.

The anniversary of the adoption of the 
Declaration of Independence by the Con- 
tinental Congress, July 4, 1776, com- 
memorates the birth of a great nation. The 
Fourth of July is the greatest and proudest 
holiday in the United States. 

The ‘‘Miracle in Philadelphia” is that 
the Declaration was passed at all. It was 
adopted by one vote, that of Caesar 
Romney, a delegate who was rushed back 
to vote after returning home to die from 
cancer. 

Every person who signed the document 
was putting his own life in jeopardy, for if 
the British had won, they would all have 
been hanged as traitors. 

In the 209 years since the Declaration, 
life has moved rapidly. ‘Life, Liberty and 
the Pursuit of Happiness” is slowly but 
surely being translated into a better life 
for most -- but not all -- Americans. There 
is still poverty and many live in hunger 
and squalor, and many still suffer for the 
color of their skin and the religion of their 
fathers. 


The new nation struggled in its early 
days to maintain its newly won freedom. 
The nation expanded as pioneers spread 
across the continent seeking out new 
homes and beginning new enterprises. 
Challenges faced them no matter where 
they turned, but their ingenuity and enter- 
prise overcame most obstacles. Frontiers 
were conquered, and when all the land was 
finally staked out, pioneers turned toward 
improving the quality of life. There were 
great advances in medicine as one disease 
after another was eradicated (the scourge 
of polio was erased by Doctors Salk and 
Sabin). Samuel Fulton invented the steam- 
boat; Eli Whitney the cotton gin; Mergen- 
thaler the linotype machine. 


The Wright Brothers taught us to fly at 
Kitty Hawk. Henry Ford put the nation on 
wheels by developing the first mass- 
produced auto. Alexander Graham Bell 
gave us the telephone. Thomas Alva 
Edison gave us electricity, light, movies 
and the phonograph; Samuel Morse the 
telegraph, Marconi the radio. 


Albert Einstein split the atom. Neil 
Armstrong was the first man to set foot on 
the moon and we now have instantaneous 
world-wide communication by satellite. 


Those who signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence has much foresight but they 
could little know that by producing in 
America a climate for freedom, they 
would make possible all of the tremendous 
advances which have taken place in such a 
short time. 


Yes, we have had our tragedies too, but 
of all the progress recorded since 1776, the 
most glorious of these is ‘‘Liberty.”’

Madonna and the GOP

Reactions to a recent column by a young 
Newton reporter, Ed Cafasso, have varied 
from downright depressing to ribtickling. 

Subtitled, ‘‘One disgruntled young man's 
opinion,’’ Ed lamented his generation’s well- 
publicized turn to The Right, "’ ... forsaking 
the left wings and middle roads as paths of 
hopeless idealism in a world that demands 
brutal expediency and_ self-centered 
pragmatism The poor, the starving, the 
sick, the minori' and the elderly (are) 
dismissed as losers who failed to ‘get it 
together.”’ 

His commentary revealed his own idealism 
and youth, an age in which things that reveal 
themselves to be shades of grey in later life 
appear to be black or white. Experience, on 
the other hand, is the name we give to all our 
mistakes 

But his comments were personal and poig- 
nant, and he gave us an insight into ‘‘the Yup- 
pies” from a youthful perspective so few of us 
enjoy any longer. 

Ed's comments were too radical for many 
of our readers, judging from some of their 
reactions, but the response of the Republican 
Party was immediate and emphatic. Ed refer- 
red to the GOP, once, and that was in the con- 
text of the ‘‘party of choice’’ for many of the 
new generation of voters. 

City GOP leaders apparently took the whole 
commentary as a slanderous indictment of 
their party and its principles. That 
misconstruction was an unfortunate but 
understandable mistake. 

The party in power is usually paranoid, and 
the more powerful they are, the more 
paranoid the. e. Witness former-President 
Richard Nixon’s unstable behavior on the eve 
of a landslide defeat of his opponent, Sen. 
George McGovern. 

Members of the GOP recall the peaks and 
valleys they have travelled in their long 
history and they know the truth of the ancient 
saying, ‘‘When the cup is empty, it can only be 
filled. When the cup is full (as the GOP's is 
now), itcan only be emptied.”” 

Their acute sensitivity to criticism is 
understandable, as is their protectiveness. 
They have a lot to protect. 

But Ed’s commentary was social and 
moral, not political. I share his concerns. I 
want to know what change in the hearts of 
American youth could account for the

widespread popularity of an insouciant flim- 
flam femme fatale from Bay City, Michigan, 
named Madonna Ciccone, and her master- 
piece of socio-economic commentary, ‘‘Living 
in a Material World.” 

When ex-Beatle George Harrison wrote a 
piece about living in the material world a little 
more than a decade ago, he commented that, 
while we have to cope with the appearances, 
we should also remember that they are only 
appearances. The reality, he contended, ex- 
ists on another plane. 

Miss Ciccone, on the other hand, revels — 
wallows — in the ultimate import of ap- 
pearances (read: MONEY). 

“Boys may come and boys may go, and 
that’s all right, you see. 

Experience has made me rich, and now 
they're after me."’ 

Just think of all the agonizing that used to 
attend the choice of a mate. For centuries, the 
stars, the man’s family, his ethnic origins, his 
character, his personality, his profile, his 
height, his education, hair color, social status

and occupation were among the hundreds of 
variables a young lady had to weigh before 
she could come up with a formula for her 
future. It was a complicated, agonizing pro- 
cess, but it was pursued with vigor because 
every young lady knew a life of married 
misery would result from the slightest 
miscalculation 

What a blessing to have the whole tedious, 
exhausting effort reduced to a simple matter 
of accounting. 

“They can beg and they can plead, but they 
can’t see the light;

Zoning laws ripe for 
new panel's review

You hear it all the time. Kids 
grow up so fast these days. And 
the mounting outside pressures 
they face make growing up that 
much more difficult. 

Well, a newcomer to the 
municipal scene, born of necessi- 
ty, made its debut Monday night, 
and it's going to have to grow up 
very quickly because it is 
scheduled to die in October. 
That's when it must report back 
to the Board of Aldermen, which 
supplied it with life. 

Named the Zoning Review 
Committee (ZRC), it was con- 
ceived during the heated debate 
over whether a temporary 
moratorium on commercial 
building in the city was ap- 
propriate. Moratorium, the 
mother of ZRC, died at the hands 
of the Board of Aldermen, but 
they agreed to adopt ZRC and 
raise this child to be the model of 
common sense zoning in the city 

ZRC grew to be bigger than ex- 
pected even before its birth. 
Originally thought to be a 15- 
member body, the baby weighed 
in Monday night with 26 
members 

True to the trend of growing up 
fast, ZRC took its first steps that 
night, It moved unsteadily, but it 
did move forward. The members 
struggled for two hours to figure 
out the precise purpose of the 
committee, There was no real 
concensus, but there was a sense 
of eagerness to attack Newton's 
zoning problems 

ZRC is blessed with much 
talent, It boasts such notables as 
Ch ss Thomas, who worked as 
Newton's city planner and Public 
Works Commissioner for years 
before leaving to join up with 
developer Jack Antaramian. He 
brings a valuable perspective to 
the committee, having seen 
development from both sides of 
the fence 

Alan Barkin and Terry Morris 
were both influential chairmen of 
the aldermanie Land Use Com- 
mittee, the initial gatekeeper for 
development in this city 

Peter F. Harrington is a 
former alderman and _ state 
representative who helped write 
much of the commonwealth's 
zoning codes, Glenn Morris is an 
urban de. 1 expert and ar- 
chitect Paul E. Capasso works 











with his father, developer Donato

Capasso, as a builder in Newton. 

ZRC boasts a number of 
neighborhood activists whose 
concern for their city is pas- 
sionate. 

The aldermanic members are 
dedicated to the city, too, and one 
of those members, W. Arthur 
Reilly, works for the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, trying 
to sort out how much develop- 
ment is good for a city and at 
what point it becomes a detri- 
ment, 

Slights are not intended for 
anyone ommitted. Their con- 
tributions will hopefully be 
recorded in ZRC's legacy. 

With so much talent, how could 
ZRC be anything but a huge hit? 

The biggest obstacle could be 
defining its role in recommen- 
ding changes in the zoning or- 
dinances. The city has already 
committed nearly one quarter of 
a million dollars to the Village 
Study, which is designed to do 
much of the same work ZRC 
would like to accomplish, 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann has 
already made it plain that he sees 
ZRC as a source of input to be fed 
into the Village Study 

Yet Monday night, ZRC 
member and Alderman Richard 
J, McGrath, who helped nurture 
the committee into existence, 
said, *‘No matter how many com- 
mittees in the city are looking at 
these ordinances, there’s only 
one group that’s going to do 
anything about them, and that’s 
the Board of Aldermen.” 

It remains to be seen just what 
the legacy of the nubile ZRC will 
amount to. No doubt that it will 
be bandied about in the upcoming 
municipal election in a way that 
will make its original creators 
wonder what they have wrought 

With any luck, it will mature 
quickly and go on to be a doctor, 
like so many progeny from the 
Garden City. That would be for- 
tunate, as a great deal of surgery 
is exactly what our complex of 
zoning ordinances needs.

It must be pretty clear by now 
that there are some serious con- 
cerns about commercial develop- 
ment in the Garden City. Fur- 
ther, everyone from Codman 
Square to Sunset and Vine must 
have the feeling that developers 
are on the march, that the music 
of the jackhammer and 
piledriver will long ring in our 
ears, that some people are going 
to make a lot of money — 
sometimes at someone else's ex- 
pense — and that the results may 
not necessarily improve 
homeowners’ living conditions in 
cities and towns across the land. 








In our own serene suburb, such 
concerns are evidenced by: 1) a 
widespread grassroots effort to 
stop a/lcommercial development 
for a year or so, until necessary 
zoning changes can be written 
(the ‘‘moratorium’’ movement); 
2) a ‘village study”’ proposed by 
the mayor and supported to the 
tune of some $230,000 by the 
aldermen; 3) an ‘Economic 
Development Commission’’ 
created to discover the what and 
where of future commercial 
development in the city 

The first shows how nervous a 
lot of folks are about headlong 
and unrestrained commercializa- 
tion, The second follows an 
American tradition of ap- 
propriating large sums of money 
to study things *‘professionally.”’ 
The third seeks to " ... promote 
business and industrial op- 
portunities which preserve the 
residential integrity of the city.” 
(I'm not sure how promoting 
commercial development goes 
about preserving residential in- 
tegrity, but let that pass. ) 

And now we have a fourth 
endeavor: a ‘‘Zoning Review 
Committee,'’ comprised of 18 
citizens and 8 alderpersons, 
charged with reviewing and 
recommending changes in the ci- 
ty’s zoning ordinances. It has 
been suggested that this ZRC is 
gratuitous, that we already have 
plenty of effort allocated to com- 
mercialiation concerns, that 
another body thrashing about 
will only further muddy the 
already turbid political waters 

But the democratic process is 
very used to such apparent over- 
saturation, Indeed, messy though 
it seems, it thrives on the engage- 
ment of large numbers of

disparately backgrounded people 
in the exercise of affective com- 
mentary, contributing to 
development of regulation and 
law. 

The new committee is 
distinguished in several ways 
First, its deadline for reporting i 
a scant four months, Second, 
couples elected a meee ae 
with ordinary citizens in the 
same body an unusual and 
notable circumstance, Third, it is 
afforded the chance to strike 
quickly and broadly at necessary 
changes, for it is backed up by 
two other appointed activities® 
which can fill in the details 
Fourth, especially in its alder- 
manic constituency, it is light on 
vested interests and thus an im- 
provement on the Land Use Com-~ 
mittee itself 

If it starts with a definition of 
its objectives, and if it works’ 
diligently during the vacation 
months whilst the rest of you are 
at the beach (a good reason for 
having many members, some of 
whom will certainly be around 
and working), it may prove to be 
a model for future citizen/of- 
ficeholder amalgamations 

At any rate, those who have 
chosen to serve on it know what 
they're up against. Let's hope, 
feverently, that they accept the 
challenge and make it work

NTA clarifies its position on moratorium 


A recently appearing letter seems to invite 
clarification of certain points regarding my 
previous letter about building moratoriums

height, density, traffic congestion, or encroach- 
ment. 

3. It did not condone any violation of fair and pro- 
perly established rules.

For example, I am still gravely 
disappointed that I have not heard of one single 
regard on the part of moratorium advocates for the 
people they would hurt.

School Committee Votes To 
Close Memorial 


NEWTON — Ina turnabout 
led by Chairperson Eleanor 
Rosenblum, the School Com 
mittee reversed last 
week's decision to keep the 
Memorial School open by a 
vote of 5-3, The Spaulding 
School will act as the receiver 
school for Memorial next year 











The reversal vote came this 
week after Supt. of Schools 
Aaron Fink learned that 
children from the ieational 
Coolaborative Pre-school Pro- 
gram for handicapped 
children, located at Memorial, 
would not be displaced by the 
move to Spaulding; a possibili- 
ty discussed before the first 6-3 
vote to close the school 








“Tt was perhaps an error of 
judgement,’ the superinten- 
dent said of the vote to keep 
the school open. Fink did not 
delay the first vote because he 
learned of the problem only six 
hours before the meeting 


Fink told the committee that 
he found more space than he 
tought was vailable at 
Spaulding be e of informa 
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tion given to him by the 
Citizens Advisory Commitee 
on Declining Enrollment and 
his own inspection of the 
building. Fink found seven 
rooms in which classes could 
be held 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
and Alvin Mandell opposed the 


closing. Mann criticized the 
committee for their 
‘indecisiveness,’ and stood 
firm on his belief inr a 
citywide plan to handle school 
closings 


Mann did tell the committee 
that funds would be available 
to keep the building heated 
and to maintain the grounds in 
the event of an enrollment 
jump in the coming decade 

Mandell, who represents 
residents from the Memorial 
district, said the school could 
be kept open with the same 
per-pupil cost if the school 
hired a teacher-in-charge in- 
stead of a principal 

After the vote to close 
Memorial, the committee also 
decided to close the Peabody 
School in 1977 under the condi- 
tion that Supt, Fink specify 
which schools the special 
education students will be sent 
to. 





Fireworks Cancelled 


NEWTON Police Chief 


William F. Quinn told the 
aldermanic Public Health and 
Safety Committee this week 
that because of vandalism, the 
possibility of injuries and the

As expected, proposals to reuse 
the surplus property as mixed- 
income housing dominated the 
two-hour session at city hall. The 
site is completely surrounded by 
one and two-family homes 

Afterwards, the aldermanic 
Real Property Reuse Committee 
met quickly to set August 13 as 
the tentative date for the start of 
their deliberations on the issue 

The committee will not 
reconvene the citizens’ planning 
group formed four years to 
recommend reuse preferences 
for the former school, but decid- 
ed to invite the neighbors to each 
of its meetings in order to main- 
tain residential input 

Alderperson Carol J. Robinson 
opened the hearing by noting that 
468 units of low and moderate in- 
come housing is needed to clear 
the Newton Housing Authority's 
current waiting list 

Citing a ‘“‘verbal commitment” 
from a number of non-profit 
developers that funds are 
available to subsidize the housing 
at the Claflin, Robinson asked 
that aldermen split the project 
equally among low, moderate 
and market-rate facilities. 

A member of the original 
citizens’ planning group, Richard 
Morrison, of 487 Lowell Ave., 
said, he people in the 
neighborhood want market-scale 
condominium housing there 
They want to preserve the 
residential character of the 











ytonville resident Judy 
Haber] presented a proposal on 
behalf of the ‘‘Newton Artist 
Housing Partnership (NAHP),” 
a group of local artists facing 
displacement due to commercial 
development.

NEWTON With the ‘‘bad 
taste of the last negotiations 
still lingering in the mouths of 
the teachers, School Commit- 
tee and city, s=hool Commit- 
tee Chairman Leonard Gentile 
said last week the committee 
and the Newton Teacher's 
Association (NTA) are getting 
an early start on talks for a 
new contract theoretically tak- 
ing effect in 1986 

Gentile added the Commit- 
tee held a special session last 
week to discuss the matter 

“This is a new idea,’’ Gentile 
said. ‘‘Having informal talks 
this early in the ballgame will 
hopefully keep us from a work- 
to-rule situation like the one 














we had earlier this school 
year.” 
Work-to-rule means 


teachers forgo activities other 
than classroom teaching 

‘Work-to-rule put 
in a terrible position,” 
said. “It’s no good for them, 
the students or the School 
Committee and we want to do 
everthing we can to avoid it.”’ 

Gentile said while he 
couldn’t get into specifics, he 
outlined two major areas of 
concern in the next contract 
negotiations 

“I think a major concern of 
the teachers, aside from 
salary, will be how many 
students there are in the 
c room,'’ he said. 

Gentile estimated salaries 
for teachers take up ‘‘about 50 
percent”’ of the school budget. 
He added because a_ high 
percentage of Newton 
teachers have reached the 
maximum salary level due to 
extensive experience and 
education, the budget percen- 
tage means Newton students 
are in good hands. 

In addition to immediate 
salary concerns, Gentile said 
job security will come up dur- 
ing negotiations. 

“Although the decline in 
enrollment is leveling off in 
the elementary schools,’’ Gen- 
tile said, ‘‘the effect will now 
be felt in the secondary 
schools, and a lot of teachers 
will want the negotiations to 
address that problem in rela- 
tion to their jobs. 

The chairman pointed out 
because of the decline, a re- 

ent notice v nt out to nine 
Newton t informing 
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them of impending dismissal. 
He added while that notice 
eventually rescinded, it is a 
problem that will crop up 
again. 

Gentile said the Commit- 
tee’s goal is to put together a 
new contract as soon as possi- 
ble. 

“We'd like to have a con- 
tract before the budget goes to 
the city the middle of next 
March,”’ Gentile said. 

According to Gentile, the 
school budget process is a long 
and complicated affair. He ad- 
ded if the contract negotia- 
tions are completed before the 
school budget is submitted to 
the Board of Alderman, there 
is less chance of the Commit- 
tee being caught short finan- 
cially 

“If we don’t have an agree- 
ment before we draw up a 
budget,”’ he said, ‘‘we have to 
put in an estimated increase 
If the actual increase is more, 
we could be caught short down 
the line because percentage in- 
creases in the contract raise 
the teacher's base-pay for the 
next year.” 

He said work on the fiscal 
year 1987 budget, which will 
include funds for the 1986-87 
school year, will begin when 
school starts up next fall. 

“Our budget process starts 
in October,’’ Gentile said. ‘‘We 
give our guidelines to the 
Superintendent, who s down 
with the School Department 
sometime in November.”’ 

Gentile added the School 
Committee’s budget subcom- 
mittee works on the guidelines 
and holds a series of public 
meetings to discuss items in 
the budget proposal. 

After the guidelines go to the 
Superintendent, he holds inter- 
nal meetings that result in a 
written budget in early 
February, at which time his 
recommendations go back to 
the School Committee for a 
vote. 

Gentile said the Committee 
again holds open meetings on 
line items in the Superinten- 
dent’s proposal. After the 
meetings, the Committee 
takes a final vote and submits 
their proposal to the Mayor, 
who works the school budget 
into the city’s budget. 

By mid-March, the Mayor's 
school budget recommenda- 
tions go to the Board of 
Aldermen, who make a final

Iodice’s attorney, Marshall 
Newman, told the ZBA, ‘‘the 
plans for the project follow every 
zoning ordinance as a matter of 
right. There is no way, not one 
item, in the project which in any 





way deviates from the or- 
dinances... We followed the or- 
dinances we wouldn't have to 





come asking for a special permit, 
wouldn't have to come for a 
variance.”’ 

Another focus of some area 
residents’ displeasure was the 
fact that Iodice did not meet with 
them to get input on the project. 
Board member Robert Corbett 
said, “I can’t see where there 
was 10 cents worth of time spent 
on what effect the building would 
have on the neighborhood. He 
then asked Newman whether his 
client had sought any input from 
the neighborhood 

Newman replied, 
to the concerns of the 
neighborhood: in a matter of 
right, one must look to the zoning 
ordinances. The voice of the peo- 
ple is represented in the zoning 
ordinances.” 

Asked later if his client regret- 
ted not consulting the 
neighborhood regarding the pro- 
ject, Newman said, ‘‘This is just 
speculation, but my feeling is 
that the people would have been 
opposed to any use of the proper- 
ty other than residential.”’ 

Before voting on Carmichael’s 
appeal, Corbett said, ‘‘I don’t 
support this project. It’s nothing 
but an outrage. But the Board of 
Appeals is not the proper forum 
for resolving this issue. I think 
the building commissioner acted 
properly in issuing the permit 
and I think the building falls 
within the zoning ordinances. 

Board members Corbett, 
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Maurice A. Reidy Jr., 

Kaitz, Anthony Summers 
Casper Ferguson all voted 
against Carmichael’s appeal 
Reidy, Summers and Ferguson 
had voted to uphold the appeal on 
May 28 

Asked why he changed his vote 
Summers said, ‘‘We went 
through it with the Law Depart 
ment and they told us the basis of 
our initial decision, which we 
believe in, was not sufficient in 
this case.” 

Reidy said the basis for that 
decision was ‘‘the fine sounding 
phrases (general purposes) at 
the beginning of the zoning or 
dinances. We thought our job was 
to uphold those principals, and it 
is with respect to variances 
which is 99 percent of our work.” 

lodice had threatened a lawsuit 
against the city if the appeal 
were upheld. The Law Depart 
ment was convinced that because 
construction on the project had 
already begun, and Iodice would 
stand to lose a lot of money if the 
building permit were revoked 
there was an extremely good 
chance his lawsuit would be suc 
cessful. 

“It’s regrettable that this mat- 
ter didn’t come to us until after it 
was already under construc: 
tion,’’ Reidy said. 

Carmichael argued that the 
building did not comply with zon- 
ing ordinances because Iodice’s 
building would exceed the four- 
story limit for office buildings in 
business zones, even though this 
project is in a manufacturing 
zone, which has a six-story limit 

He said that, ‘‘as a general 
rule, one is not entitled to build an 
office building in a manufactur- 
ing zone. To interpret the or- 
dinances that way, you would say 
that a manufacturing zone is a 
free zone and a six-story condo 
could be built there.”’

He said that ‘‘98 percent of the 
ordinances are inoffensive,” and 
could be passed through quickly, 
but that when an issue of con- 
troversy did arise, it could then 
be discussed. McGrath said he 
would like to keep the committee 
together as one unit instead of 


breaking down into sub- 
committees. 
Mary D. Sivak admitted she 


was ‘‘ignorant”’ of the zoning pro- 
blems in much of the city, but 
was concerned mostly with the 
section of the city in which she 
lives, West Newton Hill. For that 
reason, she said it might be a 
good idea to break the city down 
into specific areas and have 
smaller groups within the com- 
mittee discuss the specific pro- 
blems of those 

Alderman William Shaevel 
suggested the committee choose 
eight to twelve major problems 
in the zoning ordinances and con- 
centrate on them, in light of the 
committee's tight four-month 
work schedule. He said the com- 
mittee could organize their 
meetings so that each one dealt 
with a different topic and cor- 
responding sub-committees 
would be in charge of defining the 
subject matter of the meetings. 

Brian Yates, a community ac- 
tivist from Upper Falls, tried to 
define what he saw as the major 
problem in the city, saying, 
“People are sick of stuff being 
built as a matter of right when 
it’s too dense, or with not enough 
setback.’ He recommended in- 
creasing the instances when 
special permits, which can be 
denied by the Board of Aldermen, 
should be increased. He said the 
town of Needham recently acted 
similarly. 

Alan S. Barkin, former chair- 
man of the aldermanic Land Use 






Committee, thought the commit- 
tee should keep the scope of its 
review narrow, concentrating on 
regulating commercial develop- 
ment. He said there was not 
much problem with the zoning in 
residential neighborhoods 

But Robert Cohen said, ‘There 
is at least as much consternation 
in residential areas as in business 
areas because of permissive 
uses."” 

But Glenn Morris, chairman of 
a commission trying to establish 
guidelines for development over 
the Massachusetts Turnpike, 
said, ‘‘We can’t wait for the 
Village Study for 18 months or 
damage will have already taken 
place, 

“These (existing) ordinances 
are general ordinances but 
they're not Newton ordinances 
and they don’t respond to the fact 
that the city is made of villages 
that are very different from each 
other." 

He said ‘‘the 
timebombs in the city are the 
manufacturing districts,’’ which 
are the least restrictive, and 
pointed to the five-story office 
building under construction by 
Michael Iodice on Crafts Street 
as an example. 

In the end, the recommenda- 
tions of Terry Morris, another 
former Land Use Committee 
Chairman, were accepted as an 
initial framework within which 
the committee could proceed 

Morris broke the ordinances 
down into four categories: the 
current zoning classifications; 
the use regulations for each of 
those zones; the process by which 
building permits are issued in 
those zones; and miscellaneous 
items that cut across the three 
former categories, such as signs 
and parking requirements.

ATLANTA Libraries are full 
of how-to literature and hard- 
ware stores are packed with do- 
it-yourself kits, but there is no 
replacement yet for the least 
painful solution to most any job

From leaky toilets to leaky 
roofs, the handyman long has 
been a standard of the American 
way of life. Yet in these fix-it- 
yourself days of proud self- 
sufficiency, the ranks of han- 
dymen around the nation have 
dwindled and those good ones 
who remain are burdened with 
more job requests than they can 
handle 

“I actually turn down more 
work than I do,’’ said Dennis 
Taylor, alias he Castle 
per,’ who works as a han- 
dyman in suburban Atlanta 
‘There just aren’t enough hours 
in the day.”’

made ‘‘Pale Rider.” 

Perhaps Eastwood, who laun- 
ched his skyrocket to the top of 
the international marquee as the 
“‘Man with No Name’’ in 
Spaghetti westerns like ‘Fistful 
of Dollars” and ‘‘The Good, the 
Bad & the Ugly," just wanted to 
show that he could keep his hand 
in the genre 

“Pale Rider’’ barely achieves 
that mark. 

It is neither vintage Eastwood 
nor bad Eastwood, but a simple, 
acceptable offering designed to 
kill time after the back-to-back 
blockbusters ‘Sudden Impact,” 
in which he revived his most 
popular character San Fran- 
cisco detective ‘Dirty’ Harry 
Callahan, and “Tightrope,” 
where he played a New Orleans 
vice cop teetering on an emo- 
tional and moral edge. 

Diehard fans will recognize the 
story line of ‘‘Pale Rider” as a 
much less violent and dramatic 
spin-off of ‘‘High Plains Drifter,” 
in which a nameless Eastwood 
rode out of the haze as an aveng- 
ing angel to free the spineless 
townsfolk from the clutches of a 
murderous mining company. 

As ‘Pale Rider’? opens, a 
small, passive gold-panning 
camp during the Gold Rush is be- 
ing savaged by a company of 
thugs and greed merchants who 
lay the land to waste with 
hydraulic mining equipment. 
Since their gold veins are running 
dry, the bad guys want the ‘‘tin- 





pans” out of Carbon Canyon and! 
stage a relentless campaign of 
bullying and general mayhem to 
make their point 

Sydney Penny, playing Carrie 
Snodgress’ child, Sarah, sum- 
mons Clint when the thugs kill 
her dog just for kicks 

Soon after, the God-fearing 
Penny, who worries that she 
won't live long enough to ex- 
perience true love, recites from 
Revelations; ‘‘And I looked and 
beheld a pale horse, and his name 
that sat on him was Death and 
hell followed with him.” 

Bingo! Clint, a resurrected 
preacher who just saved 
Snodgress’ boyfriend, played by 
Michael Moriarity, from being 
ax-handled to a pulp, appears 
pale horse and all. But Death is a 
pretty patient guy and Kas 
whose bare back 5 
healed-over bullet wounds that 
nobody bothers to ask him about, 
won't attain his typical shoot-em- 
up, hell-raising style for another 
hour yet 

In between, he spurns 
overtures with a strong 
ment about pre-marital sex, beds 
Snodgress her one last fling 
before m ying Moriarity and 
outdoes Moses by bringing gold 
from a rock. 

During the first and most 
entertaining half of the film, he 
deftly delivers the following 
Eastwood axioms, some of which 
you can look for in President 
Reagan’s next few speeches: 
“There’s nothing like a good 
piece of hickory; ‘There's 
nothing like a shot of whiskey to 
whet the appetite;” “If you're 
waiting for a woman to make up 
her mind, you're in for a long 
wait;"’ ‘Spirit ain’t spit without a 
little exercise;’’ and ‘There's 
few problems that can’t be solved 
without a little sweat and hard 
work.”’ 

Those earn marks with the au- 
dience, but even a segment 
where Eastwood appears to 
abandon his hapless friends just 
as a crooked sheriff is about to 
descend on them fails to inject 
any drama into the second-half of 
“Pale Rider.”

He pulled the exact same move 
in “High Plains Drifter,’ but at 
least in that film, he let the bad 
guys raise a little hell before 
teaching them what the word 
really means. 

In ‘Pale Rider,’’ however, the 
plot fails to sustain the emotional 
high needed to make the au- 
dience truly appreciate the end of 
the film. 

Instead of trying to whip those 
oppressed tinpan hands into a 
frenzy of self-defensive violence, 
a motivation he successfully 
employed in Josey Wales and 
Drifter, Eastwood goes through 
the motions of teaching them the 
art of self defense before taking 
care of business in predictable 
fashion. 

In the end, the straightforward 
theme and plot continuity 
moviegoers admire in Eastwood 
gets lost in ‘‘Pale Rider.”’ It tries 
so hard to merge so many themes 
into one film — ecology, the evil 
of greed, the good of sticking 
together in the face of adversity, 
the trials of puppy love and the 
fruits of hard labor — that none of 
them ever come across to the au- 
dience. 

As a director, Eastwood's 
preference for filming in natural 
light, which added greatly to the 
tension of ‘‘Tightrope,"’ led to one 
embarrassing editing flaw in 
“Pale Rider.”

Barbara Nashawaty bends gracefully over the soft, white 
shape of a large, ceramic goose. Tiny curls of short brown hair, 
cross her forehead, In her left

she works in her basement studio, Nashawaty’s 
thoughts are on another pottery artist working many years ago 
not too far from her own home.

“They had to survive, so they went into doing 
dinnerware sets. Hugh couldn't do the things he 
liked to do, like the experiments. (But) our 
business was built up by doing the pieces I en- 
joy doing and those are the pieces that are 
ordered (most often). I'm doing what I want to 
do.” 

The Dedham Pottery was best known for its 
cobalt blue patterns banded on a background of 
greyish-white Chinese ackle glaze. And of all 
the motifs used by the family-run plant, the 
crouching rabbit — which served as the pot- 
tery's trademark — was and still remains the 
most popular. 

But Hugh Robertson — who founded the 
Dedham Pottery and its predecessor, Chelsea 
Pottery U.S. — loved experimenting with 
glazes and shapes and created many one-of-a- 
kind vases, dishes and other pieces. 

Nashawaty’s potting efforts take two tacks 
the accurate reproduction of Dedham Pottery 
pieces and the creation of pieces in the 
Dedham style that allow her to express herself 
art lly. 

“I'm using the Dedham Pottery as a tool that 
shows what I can do with my own type of pain- 
ting,’’ she explains, 

While both Nash Pottery ( Nashawaty’s 
studio) and The Potting Shed (another Dedham 
Pottery reproduction studio located in West 
Concord) have chosen to focus on the rabbit 
motif and the blue and white color combina- 
tion, Nashawaty has stayed aw much as 
possible from producing dinner Although 
she will do special orders and makes accessory 
items such as pitchers and casseroles, she 
focuses mainly on individually designed pieces, 
such as animal and bird figures, garden 
markers, and commemorative plates. She has 
150 different styles in her pottery line 

Like the Robertsons, the N awatys run a 
small operation with a few part-time 
employees who work the clay molds and paint 
the standard border patterns. Ken Nash 
who has gradually trimmed his hom 
hairdressing business down to one day a week,

handles billing and shipping and oversees the 
preparation and firing of the molded pieces. 

Although painters at the Dedham Pottery 
sometimes varied their designs to make their 
work a little more interesting, Nashawaty is 
the only worker at Nash Pottery who takes a 
creative license with the pieces. She paints the 
s She sees her 
artistic ability as a special talent — and one 
that ties her in spirit to the old pottery artist: 

“When I get a piece I don’t sit ther 
‘Now, how am I going to do this,’ becaus 
is a gift I have,’ she explains. ‘‘I just pick up 
the piece, look at it for a second maybe, and 
what I’m going to do just comes out of my 
brushstroke. I don’t plan it. It just happens. 

“IT don’t know too many people who can just 
pick up a piece and have it come out good — in 
the right proportions,’’ she adds. “I'm very 
lucky. It just flow: 

Although much work goes into preparing the 
piece for painting — including the pouring and 
separating of the molds and cleaning and glaz- 
ing of the dried piece Nashawaty considers 
herself the pottery’ aving grace.”’ In addi- 
tion to painting everything that has more than 
a straightforward, banded design, she touches 
each piece that passes through the studio 
even if only to add the sweeping ‘‘Nash”’ 
signature that appear sa tuft of gr in 
front of the crouching bunnies and serves as 
her stamp of approval on works she hasn't 
painted, 

Although Nash Pottery’s methods differ 
greatly from those used by the old Dedham 
Pottery, Nashawaty’s aim is to create 
reproduction pieces that come as close ¢ 
possible to the old pottery’s appearanc: 

Where the Dedham Pottery used porcelain 
and ited the pie blue designs in a cobalt 
glaze, Nashawaty’s pottery is made of earthen- 
ware and its patterns applied in paint. She does 
use a similar white crackle glaze, which is dip- 
ped in a black liquid to bring out the tiny 
cracks. 

Modern firing and glaze preparing techniques 
also allow her to gain much more consistent

results than her predecessors, who heated their 
kiln with shovels full of coal and often obtained 
cobalt of varying quality 

In addition to the practical differences in 
their work, Nashawaty’s path to Dedham Pot 
tery varies greatly from Hugh Robertson's. 
Born in England, Robertson was the son of a 
master potter and father, brother, and even- 














tually his son all joined him in his work 
Nashawaty’s training, however, lies in pain 





ting. She turned to clay accidentally six years 
ag after seeing a Dedham Pottery casserole 
in a catalogue. She decided she wanted to 
reproduce it for he f, but an ornery potter 
refused to make her the tiny rabbit she needed 
as a handle for the top, insisting instead that 
she buy the bunny mold from him 

Her friends were soon asking her to make 
pieces to supplement their Dedham Pottery col- 
lections and before she knew it, the busin 
had taken off. Left behind were the herbs and 
wreaths that were formerly the focus of The 
Village Crafter — the tiny shop she still runs in 
he year-old home 

That first piece of pottery still adorns her 
house, along with a dizzying array of original 
and reproduced Dedham Pottery, antique fur 
niture, stencilled and hand-painted cupboards, 
kitchen appliances and walls, and baskets 
overflowing with herbs suspended in bunches 
from the ceilings 

But while the Dedham pottery seems to be 
eagerly taking over their house, as well as 
their time, Nashawaty and her husband say 
they aren't inte: ed in letting the businees 
carry them too far from home 

Says the artist, ‘‘We’re small and | want to 
stay that way.”

The mural in Newton's War 
Memorial was commissioned to 
honor Chaplain William J. Far- 
rell of Newton, the ‘famed 
fighting priest’’ and hero of the 
Yankee Division during World 
War I. The painting depicts a 
scene in a war-torn French 
cathedral that has been con- 
verted into a first-aid station. 
On one side are the “Four 
Horsemen of War, Famine, 
Pestilence and Death.” On the 
right is a new regiment, prepar- 
ing to go to the front. Father 
Farrell is shown in the center 
with hands raised, administer- 
ing the last rites to a dying 
soldier. 

The noted priest served 
s in all the major bat- 
as wounded in action 
April 21, 1918 and was awarded 
a number of medals and cita- 
tions. 

More than 500 people attended 
the dedication and unveiling of 
the mural in fall, 1937 

In addition to the City Hall 
mural, Brodney also completed 
two paintings which hang out- 
side the governors office in the 
main hall of the State House. 
Both are memorials from World 
War I, one to disabled veterans 
and the other to war mothers. 

Completed in 1936, ‘Columbia 
Knighting Her World War 
Disabled Veterans” was made 
p ble through a Works Pro- 
gress Administration federal 
grant and was said to be the 
first of its kind approved by the 
State Art Commission in 14 
years. 

“The Memorial to World War 
Mothers” was completed in 1938 
and depicts grieving mothers, 
including Brodney’s own 
mother, who stands tall in the 
middle with white hair. 

These were the murals which 
inspired The Boston Sunday 
Advertiser in 1937 to describe 
Brodney as ‘‘one of the foremost 
muralists in the U.S.” And ac- 
cording to his daughter, Jeanne, 
the Veterans Administration has 
hung a wreath on the State 
House paintings every year 
since their completion. 

“That, in itself, is an honor,"’ 
she says with pride. 

During World War II Brodney 
was among the first group of 10 
drafted from Newton. In the ar- 
my, he served as a camouflage 
expert first, then was transfer- 
red over to the public relations 
department in the ‘‘G-2 sec- 
tion,’’ where he served as a war 
artist. In that capacity, he drew 
sketches and photographed war 
aces and battle scenes which 
were used in U.S. Army publica- 
tions. 

Brodney originally started 
painting murals at English 
High, he recalls. Then he con- 
tinued his art studies at the 
School of the Museum of Fine 
Arts on three successive 
scholarships. Next, Brodney 
entered the School of Fine Arts 
at Yale University where he 
earned a Bachelor of Fine Arts. 
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In addition to his mural pain- 
ting, Brodney was well-known 
as a portait painter, having 
studied under Leslie P. Thomp- 
son, Frederick A. Bosley, Philip 
Hale, Eugene Savage and 
Ernest L. Major. 

About 30 years ago, Brodney 
had to relinquish his artist's life 
in favor of a more lucrative 
career in order to support a 
family. He opened an art gallery 
on Boylston Street, Boston, 
where he sold antiques, pain- 
tings and jewelry 

Ten years ago he sold the 
business to his son Richard and, 
five years ago, started painting 
again on a full-time basis. 

Now, he boasts, he's a better 
artist than ever before 
When you're young, you're 
serious. I had a friend who 
would keep telling me ‘You're 
painting like an old man. Be 
young!" 

“It took until 1 was 70 years 
old to think young,” he confides. 

The revigorated artist not only 
paints with vitality, he attacks 
his long-dormant profession with 
st of an over-achieving 25- 
r-old 

According to his daughter, 
Jeanne, Brodney painted all 66 
pieces on exhibit at the library 
during the pa 

Brodney paints everyday, ris- 
ing at sunrise and working until

If Brodney had his way, he'd 
call the Newton exhibition an 
“It's Great to be Alive" exhibi- 
tion instead of ‘Scenes of 
Boston,’’ he says. 

Brodney’s wife, Libby, 
sometimes accompanies him on 
his Boston excursions. ‘It’s ex- 
citing having him paint,” says 
Libby always felt I had 
taken something away from 
him”’ when the family opened 
the Boston gallery 

Libby feels the citation is long 
overdue. ‘While we're alive, I'd 
love to see him get some 
recognition.”’

Aldermen pass 5-year improvement plan 


NEWTON — With little debate and only minor changes, the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night adopted a $54.4 million capital improvement 
plan (CIP) designed to preserve the city’s physical assets over the 
next five years, 


The full board voted 19-1 in favor of a non-binding resolution to 
show its support for the exhaustive program outlining a spectrum of 
infrastructure needs from now until 1990. 


The only alterations involved taking into account projects already 
underway. 


The total package calls for $40.4 million in new local capital com- 
mitments, including $24.4 million in new bond authorizations — $14 
million for general purposes and $10 million for sewer system im- 
provements — $1.8 million in new water revenue supported water 
system improvements and $14.6 million in new general revenue/free 
cash supported improvements 








Over 60 percent of the entire package, or about $36 million, is 
devoted to public works initiatives, including extensive renovations 
in the south-side sewer system. 





During the next year, the CIP calls for over $6.6 million in capital 
spending, with public works and public education projects leading the 
way. 

City officials are hoping to pay for the fiscal 1986 program with over 
$2.3 million in unencumbered surplus funds (free cash), $300,000 in 
water/sewer revenues, almost $4 million in bond authorizations and 
some federal grants. 


Crafts Street area traffic study sought 


NEWTON — In the wake of a recent decision by the Zoning Board 
of App ZBA) to allow construction to continue on a five-story 
building on Crafts Street, Ward 1 Aldermen Bruce B. Carmichael and 
Ronald A. Marini are considering asking the city to do a comprehen-

It is time, once again, for our biennial 
complaint about the apparent apathy of 
residents of the Garden City. 

You might recall that, two years ago, we 
complained about the lack of viable can- 
didates in that year’s citywide election. A 
number of aldermen and School Commit- 
tee members were going unchallenged at 
the time. 

Apparently no one read that column, 
because things are even worse this year. 
In fact, there is only one race (Ward 6) 
that can boast enough candidates to war- 
rant a preliminary election. 

The pity of it is that, right now, the city is 
in a state of dramatic change. Now is when 
we need steady hands at the wheel to guide 
us through the weather that is headed our 
way. 

Declining enrollment and _ escalating 
costs have drastically changed the condi- 
tion of our school system, which, years 
ago, was rated one of the best in the coun- 
try.

Changes in the tempo of development in 
the city will affect virtually every 
neighborhood in the next couple of years. 
The city’s complex of zoning ordinances is 
about to undergo its most radical overhaul 
in almost 30 years, a project designed to 
channel the flood from Boston through the 
Garden City in the hopes that it won’t wash 
us away. 

Anyone who gets involved with city 
government this year will see the effects of 
his or her actions stretch out far into the 
future. We are at a crucial point in the 
development of the city, and the Newton 
Graphic is disappointed that more 
residents did not jump at a chance to shape 
their own futures.

Everyone wants to feel important. When 
people are not paid what they think they are 
worth, they feel driven to dramatize their im- 
portance, sometimes at the expense of one 
another. This understandable but unfortunate 
tendency has been much in evidence as con- 
tract negotiations between the City of Newton 
and many of its municipal workers have sput- 
tered and stalled throughout recent months. 

First the teachers, feeling unappreciated 
and underpaid, rejected one offer and settled 
reluctantly on a second after weeks of curtail- 
ed activities. Then the firefighters, citing a 
better settlement by the teachers than they 
were offered, turned down the wage formula 
accepted by most of the city’s others workers. 

Finally, the police officers, after seeming to 
reach a temporary accord with the city over 
the thorny light duty issue, overwhelmingly 
rejected as an ‘‘insult’’ the contract 
negotiated but not endorsed by their union 
leadership 

The frustration felt by each of these groups 
is not without justification. The citizens they 
serve consistently rate the quality of their ser- 
vices between highly satisfactory and superb. 
Yet their salaries, though decent by com- 
parison with other communites, are not ex- 
ceptional. A teacher or public safety 
employee can work in Newton for over 10 
years and still fall far short of the average 
family income for Newton residents. This 
hardly reflects the high reputation that both 
education and public safety in Newton enjoy 
and deserve 

Out of this frustrating circumstance arises 
too often a tendency for each group to belabor 
its own importance at the expense of the 
others. The teachers resist camparison with 
employees whose educational requirements 
are lower that their own; the firefighters 
deride the short hours and long vacations of 
the teachers; and the poilce officers snipe at 
the ability of firefighters to sleep while 
waiting for a call. 


The fact of the matter is that everyone real- 
ly is important, but in different ways, and for

different reasons that have no business being 
contrasted. Teachers may spend fewer hours 
in the classroom than police officers on patrol, 
but the world of the teachers doesn’t end when 
the school day ends, and their ‘‘vacations” are 
seldom free of professional activities, continu- 
ing education, and project delelvopment 
essential for maintaining the quality of their 
classroom efforts. 

Police officers may begin their careers with 
less debt and fewer college credits than 
teachers, but no job requires a greater ability 
to maintain restraint, exercise judgement, 
and display sensitivity in the face of potential 
danger every minute of the working day. 

Firefighters may be able to sleep while 
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Aldermen must scrutinize Mt. Ida plans 


To the Editor: 


On June 10th, I attended a public hearing 
before the Land Use Committee at Newton Ci- 
ty Hall on Mt. Ida’s application for a change of 
zoning to permit it to lease approximately 
nine acres of its land to a private corporation 
to build a 250 unit condominium life care 
center for the elderly. At the same time, the 
corporation wishes to build an adjoining 82 
bed medical facility. The medical facility will 
be opened to the general public. 

There are many disturbing socio-economic 
issues involved in the concept of the applica- 
tion. No one questions the genuine need for af- 
fordable housing for the elderly or greater 
availability of medical services. 

However, pre-construction prices at the life 
care center for the elderly are estimated by 
the builder between $90,000-$150,000 defending 
upon the size of the unit and a minimum $2,000 
per month maintenance fee. This obviously 
excludes the vast majority of the elderly, Mt. 
Ida's application is certainly not motivated by 
altruism. 

Also, a recent article in the Boston Globe 
(June 3, 1985) highlighted the evolution that is 
occuring in the hospital industry of thousands 
of hospital staff laid off in Massachusetts due 
to empty beds and lack of out-patients, Con- 
solidation, not expansion of community 
medical services is occurring 

The residential isues of density, traffic, 
sewage and adequate water supply for public 
health and safety reasons will, of course, be 














closely examined by the Land Use Committee 
as well its recognition of the overwhelming 
community opposition displayed at the hear- 
ing. The Newton City Planning Department 
has recommended against the application 
because of its campus location and traffic im- 
pact. = 

Aside from the viable economics of such a 
project and the questionable need of an added 
medical facility in Newton, the residential 
issues must further be examined in light of 
Emerson College’s interest in purchasing 
Brook Farm at the end of Dedham Street, just 
across the Newton Line, a half-mile away 
from the proposed Mt. Ida Project. Emerson 
College, with its 2,200 student body, would like 
to move from its downtown Boston location 
and build a 400,000 square foot building. In ad- 
dition, UMass-Boston is interested in building 
an archaelogical and ecological field school on 
adjoining land, There is also an application to 
build 41 condominium townhouses at the 
former Lacy Farm on Nahanton Street. 

The rush to develop in this area has taken on 
the aspects of the arms race. Where and when 
will it end before residential armageddon is 
upon us’? The Land Use Committee and the 
full board of Aldermen must examine, in 
totality, the Mt. Ida proposal with other 
developments in the immediate area to pro- 
perly assess the public good pertaining to the 
quality of life expected by the residents of 
Newton, Their decision will be visionary,

Interunion division compels the city to 
negotiate hard-line terms with each union as 
through it were negotiating with all of them at 
once. Knowing that favorable terms to one 
group, even if justified in light of past ine- 
quities or present merit, will be seized upon by 
the others as rationalization for inflated 
demands that have less justification, the city 
consistently takes the lowest common 
denominator as its negotiating stance with all 
the unions, 

This legitimate reluctance to set 
“precendents” which the city knows the other 
unions will seize upon diverts attention from 
more substantial issues and creative ap- 
proaches, such as merit bonuses, linkages to 
productivity, the potential use of free cash 
salary supplements, and long-term economic 
planning for capital improvements. 

It is doubtlessly naive to suppose that the 
absence of interunion rivalry will signficantly 
soften the city negotiating position but a little 
more flexibility and innovation might be 
brought to the negotiations if each union didn’t 
have to be played off against the other. And 
while it may be unrealistic to think that com- 
petition and envy will cease to be a factor 
within the municipal work force, if every 
group would focus on its own importance, and 
every politician would applaud the im- 
portance of all, a better relationship between 
the city and its valued work force in principle + 
could be achieved.

River is swimmable 


For the first time, our Charles River Swim 
was rained out (June 29th), We hate to waste 
the lovely site and the excellent water quality, 
so we have rescheduled the swim for Satur- 
day, July 20, at 11 a.m, at Novitiate Park in 
Newton, again co-sponsored by Newton Con- 
servators. Everyone's invited. 

Despite our efforts to persuade people with 
the facts, mention of swimming in the Charles 
still elicits snickers or shudders. When the 
Division of Water Pollution Control tested our 
swim area for us in May, bacterial counts 
were only one tenth of what they could be and 
still be within swimmable water quality stan- 
dards. That is an incredible fact about an ur- 
ban river that only two decades ago was writ- 
ten off as hope! y polluted, A skeptic ex- 
claimed recently “It may be clean, but is it 
nice ?” You bet it is. Swimmers come out of 
rles feeling clean and smelling clean, 
alt, no smelly chlorine, 

Our caution is directed to the unwary and 
the foolish, We do not recommend swimming 
in unsupervised or unfamilair areas, The 
Charles River drains thousands of acres of 
wetlands and is colored by that vegetation just 
as tea leaves will color a cup of water. The 
resulting lack of visibility below surface is a 
safety hazard, since submerged objects can 
not be seen. We had private divers check our 
swim site and they found two abandoned cars, 
which MDC police divers later removed, At 
least within our 500 foot stretch we know the 
river is safe as well as clean 

The goal of federal and state clean water 
legislation since the 1960s has been to restore 
the nation’s waters to swimmable quality 
whereever possible. CRWA"'s annual swim 
this is our fifth — demonstrates how effective- 
ly millions of dollars have been spent on the 
Charles. Fresh -water Swimming is an attrac- 
tive alternative to chlorinated pools and 
crowded ocean beaches, For us, the next step 
is the opening of some former Charles River 
beaches. For those who recall fondly their 
swimming days in the Charles, the fact is that 
the river is infinitely cleaner now than it was 
then, If it doesn’t rain again on July 20, we'd 
love to weleome swimmers and swim 
watchers to enjoy the benefits of their tax in 
vestment

Arrests follow July 4th melee 


NEWTON — In what police described asa 
“‘small riot,’’ 55 people were arrested dur- 
ing an unofficial Fourth of July celebration 
on Chestnut and Eliot Streets in Newton Up- 
per Falls. Arrests were made following a 
rock and bottle throwing melee, Chief of 
Police William F. Quinn said. 

Described by police as a well-planned 
event for the past three or four years, the 
celebration was attended by an estimated 
crowd of 200 persons. Those arrested where 
arraignment on Saturday morning before 
Newton District Court Judge Monte Basbas 
who set trial dates for July 24 and 25. Of the 
55 arrested, only three were junveniles, the 
oldest arrested was 28. 

Prior to July 3, it was rumored the group 
responsible for the celebration had $1,500 
worth of illegal fireworks. Quinn said police 
received letters and calls from residents 
who pleaded for police support in the Upper 
Falls neighborhood in hopes of ‘preventing 
a gang from destroying the area.”’ 

Over the long holiday weekend, police ar- 


rested 73 persons and received 100 calls of 
illegal fireworks. Malicious damage oc- 
curred at playgrounds and_ schools 
throughout the city, police said. Police also 
reported the use of molotov cocktails on 
Chapel and Washington Streets and in one 
car, 


Mayor suspends payment 


NEWTON Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has ordered the suspension of payment to 
the appraisal frim of Cole-Layer-Trumble 
until revalution in the city has been approv- 
ed by the Board of Assessors. The city still 
owes the firm a balance of $90,000 of a total 
cost of $345,000. 


Mann charged the firm with not keeping 
its agreement to “‘revaluate property so as 
to provide equity for all taxpayers in the ci- 
ty.” 


Newton, like several other communities 
in the Commonwealth, is required by the 
Supreme Judicial Court to revaluate all pro- 
perty in the city at 100 percent of the market 
value. 


In a letter to Paul Reinhard, project 
supervisor for the firm, Mann said he stop- 


ped payment because ‘‘the performance of 
your company has not been satisfactory, 
has not complied with the spirit or letter of 
the contract, and has not enabled the city to 
comply with the court order to revaluate.”’ 





Mann said revaluation is a nightmare, 
“but as long as there is a court order, it is 
our job to see that it is complied with as 
rapidly and judicioulsy as possible.” 





In June, because of a request by the 
Board of Assessors, Superior Court Judge 
Henry C. Climielinski granted a one-year 
delay in implementation of the court order. 
Cole-Layer-Trumble has already asked the 
city for a three-month extension beyond its 
July 1 deadline for completing the ap- 
praisals. More than 6,500 residents have re- 
quested a hearing on their new appraisals, 
three times the number expected

Department, Community Schools 
division and the Recreation 
Department. The basement of 
the former school would solve the 
city’s lingering problem meeting 
the statutory guidelines for the 
storage of permanent records. 

Once the Education Center, 
now located in the old F.A, Day 
building, is closed, the School 
Department's administrative of- 
fices would take over the second 
floor of Claflin. 

According to Coletti, the Ed 
Center would then be demolished 
and a new library built on the site 
using revenues from the sale of 
Recreation Department head- 
quarters in Auburndale, the 
former Warren Junior High 
School in West Newton and the 
existing main library in Newton 
Corner. 

He said the feasibility of 
demolishing the old F.A. Day was 
never studied by the Main 
Library Faciltiy Committee, 
which is expected to recommend 
the construction of a new building 
on city-owned land at the corner 
of Homer and Walnut streets. 

“I think we both left the 
meeting with a clear understan- 
ding of the questions that have to 
be raised,’ said Mann, who 
described the session as 
“completely open, cordial, warm 
and friendly.” 

Questions raised by Mann in- 
cluded the feasibility of conver- 
ting the Warren for use as a 
library, which architect A. An- 
thony Tappe will address in a Ju- 
ly 17 meeting with Real Property. 

He also said the Board of 





Aldermen’s previous actions in- 
dicated a preference for the 
Homer/Walnut site. 

Mann reiterated his preference 
for housing in the Claflin, adding, 
“Tt is very clear that the school 
has been the subject of major 
vandalism. It needs a new roof, a 
new electrical system, plumbing 
and other repairs. There would 
be substantial work necessary 
were it to be used by the city for 
any purpose.” 

Another concern is ‘‘the 
necessary flow and passage of 
time’’ that would elapse if Colet- 
ti's idea is implemented, ac- 
cording to Mann, who said the 
School Department's office won't 
need relocation until 1988. 

The city must also investigate 
whether relocating departments 
housed in the Old Davis School is 
cheaper than the current lease 
arrangement, 

Another necessary component 
is the results of an independent 
study of space utilization at city 
hall, Mann added.

Precautions against do-it-yourself hazards 


By Patricia McCormack

The classic cartoon poking fun 
at do-it-yourselfers stars a boob 
who paints himself into a corner 
Or herself. The boob market is 
not for males only. 

But do-it-yourselfers who light 
a cigarette while using flam- 
mable solvents and turn into 
human blowtorches aren’t grist 
for the cartoonist. That’s tragic. 

Monona Rossol, a staffer at the 
Center for Occupational Hazards 
in New York City and author of 
many bulletins on safety tips for 
people who work with materials 
that can be troublesome, knows 


Label reader or not, what 
everyone should know is that 
special precautions should be 
taken with paint and varnish 
removers. This is especially true 
if there are children present who 
might contact either the material 
or its vapors. 

“The active ingredients in 
paint strippers are solvents,"’ she 
notes in a bulletin, ‘‘Paint 
Removers: Hazards and Precau- 
tions,” published by the Center. 

Almost all paint strippers con- 
tain methylene chloride, Other 
solvents found in strippers in- 
clude toluol (toluene), methanol, 
ethanol, acetone, and mineral 
spirits.

The bulletin says the most com- 
mon symptom of solvent inhala- 
tion is narcosis, or a high feeling. 
This results from solvent in the 
blood stream acting directly on

Tomorrow's sound of music

Compact-dise players deliver 
superb sound reproduction 
through computer technology 
and low-powered laser beams. 
And, according to the electronics 
engineers at Consumer Reports, 
they will probably be standard 
equipment for component sound 
systems in the not-too-distant 
future. But before you buy, con- 
sider your audio needs. 

If you're assembling your first 
component system, the elec- 
tronics engineers say that you 
should consider a CD player right 
now instead of a conventional 
turntable, and begin your music 
collection with compact discs. 
The superior sound and durabili- 
ty of the discs warrant their pur- 
chase. 

If you already have a stereo 
system, adding a CD player is as 
easy as adding a cassette deck, 
provided the system has aux- 
iliary inputs. But you might want 
to wait until more of the music 
you enjoy is released on compact 
discs, 

Consumer Reports’ electronics 
engineers recently tested 16 
popular, moderately priced CD 
players, and found that they all 
delivered very high quality 
sound, The Sony CDP-302, $550, 
earned the highest ratings. It can 
be programmed to play selec- 
tions in any order you like, has a 
wireless remote control and has 
clear and readable controls. 

Three other models were just 
as good as the Sony, differing on- 
ly in relatively minor respects. 
For example, the Technics SL- 
P2, $500, isn’t quite as fast as the 
top-rated Sony at locating a 
specific selection on a disc. The 
features on the Sony CDP-102, 
$450, and the Magnavox 
FD2040SL, $390, were less com- 
plete than on the top-rated Sony 
CDP-302, Discounts are widely 
available. 

If you don’t need the program- 
ming features, the electronics 
engineers recommend the Sony 
D-5 sometimes called the 
“Discman,”’ The $300 unit can 
serve as a portable disc player, 
or be plugged into your sound 
system.

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Executing a will 


Your best friend is in the process of making a will, and has just ask- 9, 
ed whether he can name you as executor. How do you answer? a 
Well, most people would probably be flattered. The request shows 
how much trust your friend places in your integrity, and your judge- 

ment. It is, you feel, an honor to be chosen 

It may well be an honor — but before you say yes, you ought to be, 
aware of what the position requires. It can be difficult, time- 
consuming, and even risky. And the way an executor handles his 
responsibilities may greatly affect the beneficiaries of the estate 

As executor, you will be required to perform many of the following 
functions: 

1, Find and take possession of the assets in the estate. You will take 
legal ownership of the property, and will be called upon to make a 
stewardship report to the probate court. Depending upon the condi- 
tion of the estate, you may have to continue, or to liquidate, a 
business operation, or manage a portfolio of investments. 

2. File an individual income tax return for the descendent, and if 
the size of the estate warrants it, file an estate tax return. 

3. Determine the state of domicile. If your friend moved around, it 
will be nec ry to find out which state’s inheritance laws are 
primarily applicable, 

4. You will have to value the estate assets, since taxes are based 
upon the total value of the estate’s components. 

5. Pay estate debts, if any, and administration expenses. 

6. Manage the estate. This may involve the distribution of assets to 
the beneficiaries, and the timing of such distributions to minimize in- 
come taxes. 

7. Prepare a final accounting. This is a report that provides all par- 
ties concerned with the opportunity to pass judgment on the ex- 
ecutor’s work. 

The executor’s work can be made easier. He may call on the ser- 
vices of a reputable appraiser on valuing the assets. And, although 
not required by law to hire counsel, he may decide to employ an at- 
torney because of the legal and complicated nature of the respon- 
sibilities involved. It may be the wise course of action, since the ex- 
ecutor may be held liable if these responsibilities are not discharged 
in the appropriate manner. 

These are only a few factors to be considered before deciding to ac- 
cept your friend's request. It may be an honor to serve as executor, 
but it requires a huge commitment on your part. Your first move 
ought to be to consult with your attorney or financial planner to find 
out exactly what will be required of you.

ACTON — Newton Post 440's 
entry in the Bay State Stan 
Musial League may have only a 
5-11 record, but there's one pit- 
cher the club can count on every 
time out. In his last three starts, 
Rob Abromson has thrown a no- 
hitter, two-hitter and two-hitter, 

The latest of those gems 
resulted in a 2-0 victory over host 
Acton on Tuesday. 

Abromson, a southpaw, doesn’t 
overpower anyone, as his four 
strikeouts would indicate. What 
he does do is make people hit the 
ball (four walks), especially on 
the ground. In fact, nine of the 
first 11 hitters he faced hit ground 
balls on Tuesday. 

A no-hitter was never a con- 
sideration for the University of 
Tampa grad, as right fielder Bill 
Rhodes rapped a clean single in 
the first inning for the home club 
That was it, however, until center 
fielder Ray Nadeau banged out 
another hit in the seventh. 

Abromson got stronger as the 
game went on. In the last inning, 
he fanned the leadoff hitter, then, 
after Nadeau’s hit, whiffed the 
last two to end the game. 

He never let a runner past se- 
cond base and never had two men 
on in the same inning, even 
though he had only one 1-2-3 
frame (the sixth). The latter can 
largely be attributed to Newton's 
five errors in the game. For- 
tunately for Abromson, almost 
all came with two out. 






Abromson also helped his 
cause with a pair of hits. Mark 
Sundin and John Corsi had two 
each as well. 

The sum total of the scoring in 
the game was done in the top of 
the first. Shortstop Sundin singl- 
ed and stole second to start the 
game. After Joe King went out, 
center fielder Joe Spagnuolo 
doubled to left to plate Sundin 
with the only run Abromson 
would need.

NEWTON — While the final report of the Main Library Facility 
Committee has yet to see the light of day, one of its members has 
already filed a dissenting ‘minority report.”

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Tennis can be a real tough ra

CHESTNUT HILL Like any 
entreprenuer, Bud Schultz 
devotes long hours and a lot of 
energy to his business. But, 
unlike most businessmen, Bud 
Schultz’ office is a tennis court 
and his briefcase is a bag of 
rackets. 

And, the way tennis pro Bud 
Schultz sees it, the grass is often 
greener on the other side of the 
net. 

“Playing tennis is a lot of hard 
work,’ the Newton Highlands 
resident said at the Longwood 
Cricket Club before his U.S. Pro 
Tournament match against 
Rodney Harmon . ‘‘Most people 
only see the glamour.” 

As for public perceptions of 
tennis players making oodles of 
money while running all over the 
world from one chic hangout to 
another, Schultz said of the 
thousands of pros world-wide, on- 
ly ‘the top 150 to 200 players 
make enough money to survive.” 

In addition to seeing himself as 
a professional athlete, Schultz 
said he is a small businessman as 
well. 

“When you think about it,’’ 
Schultz said, holding a wad of 
tickets for his friends, ‘‘I really 
am an entreprenuer because ten- 


nis is more than a sport — it’s a 
business.”’ 
Schultz estimated it takes 


somewhere between $15,000 and 
$20,000 a year to keep a player on 
the circuit. While declining to 
talk specifics, he added his 
“business” is starting to turn a 
nice profit. 

Schultz — at 25 — is a relative 
old-timer in a sport where a 17- 
year-old kid from Germany wins 
the most prestigious tournament 
of the year and he said he uses his 
‘‘wisdom”’ to help him cope with 
life on the road. 

“Sure,”’ Schultz, who turned 
pro just two years ago said, ‘I 
like going places and playing 
matches, but there’s a lot of men- 
tal energy involved. Tennis is a 
lifestyle as much as it is a job and 
I try to remember that what you 
do off the court reflects on what 
you do on the court.” 

Schultz, ranked 77 by the 
Association of Tennis Profes- 
sionals computer, said the 
romanticized image of profes- 
sional tennis players is just that 
—an image. 

“You can’t go out every night,’’ 
Schultz insisted. ‘‘You can’t just 
have a playboy party-up lifestyle.

Though he said his maturity 
helps him cope with life on rode, 
Schultz added his relatively- 
advanced age is a double-edged 
sword. 

“In some ways,” Schultz said, 
comparing himself to neophytes 
like Wimbledon champ Boris 
Becker and the 17-year-old 
Krickstein, ‘‘I have to fight an 
uphill battle because they are 
way ahead in experience.

Some 
of these guys have played so long 
it’s the only thing they know.”’ He 
added because he spends so 
much time with tennis players, 
he likes to get away from it as 
often as possible. 


“When you’re around tennis 
players as much as I am and 
listen to tennis talk among your 
peers, it’s nice to be able to talk 
about something else,”’ he said. 


Being able to talk about things 
other than tennis is a major 
reason Schultz said he likes to 
come home to Newton. 


“After being on the road, I like 
to get home, because I have a lot 
of friends in the area and I can be 
just plain old Bud Schultz. If I’m 
not, my friends shoot me dowm 
pretty quick,”’ he joked. 


Though the hours are long and 
the travel often grueling, Schultz 
loves playing tennis. 


“This is a great business to be 
in,”’ he concluded. “It sure beats 
going to the office every day.”’

“She was saying nobody cared. I said we cared,”’ said Walsh, who 


explained that he used ‘‘common sense”’ in deciding what to say. 
Walsh said a new danger arose when the woman began slipping. 


“She couldn’t have pulled herself up if she wanted to,” he said. 
When the patrolman was five feet away, he decided to make his 


move. 


“T jumped forward and grabbed her arm and just started yank- 
ing,’’ he said. Devaney and two state troopers rushed to help and the 
four of them pulled the woman onto the garage roof. 


“It was a joint effort,’ said Walsh, a Newton native who served in 


the Army before joining the police force. ‘‘In five years (with the 
department), I’ve never done anything that was as emotionally 


draining or made me feel as good.” 


Both Chief William Quinn and Connell, the officer in charge at the 
scene, praised the 30-year-old patrolman. 


“His quick response and rapport with the woman was able to save 


her life,’’ Quinn said. 


“I feel Officer Walsh deserves high praise for his act of bravery,”

Assessors begin property inspections 


“Appraisal technicians’’ will be conducting an exterior review of 
your property for the Assessing Department as part of the city's 
fiscal 1987 revaluation process. By next Monday, they will have 
begun the arduous task of visually inspecting the outsides of all of the 
city’s 25,000 residential properties. 

The purpose of the visits is to check for any change between the 
current facade of the ci homes and the property data already on 
file in the Assessing Department, according to Deputy Director 
James J. Davis. 

In addition to a complete exterior review of all residential proper- 
ty, Davis said the assessors will also be observing and recording 
other items that could affect property values, like location, traffic 
flow and topography. 

Many homes may also be the subject of interior inspections. 

The technicians will ask to enter some houses selected at random 
and all those sold from 1983 to 1985. In addition, all properties for 
which building permits have been issued, even for minor alterations, 
will be subject to interior vists, Davis said. 

Although some residents refuse to open their homes to such inspec- 
tions, the effort is usually ‘‘successful to a large degree,” he added. 

The inspection effort will take until early 1987 to complete, Davis 
said. 


MMA supports city’s housing policy 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. Mann recently received support 
from the Massachusetts Municipal Association (MMA) on two issues, 
one of them dealing with low-income housing and the other with civil 
service hiring. 

The MMA unanimously passed a resolution supporting the city’s 
position of asking developers to provide low-income housing as a 
tradeoff for density bonuses in their developments Mann said. 

The city is currently involved in a lawsuit brought by developer 
Michael Iodice, who is challenging the city’s right to impose its 10 
Percent Ordinance on him. 

In 1973, Iodice first challenged the city’s practice of requiring hous- 
ing developers, asking for bonus density, to supply a number of low- 
income housing units equal to 10 percent of the total number of units 
being built. 

He said the city’s housing program, ‘‘if emulated all over the coun- 
try, could have a tremendous impact in reducing that problem." He 
called the Iodice suit ‘‘an attack to the basic right to housing.” 

Mann also said the MMA, at his urging, has agreed to look into the 
problems cities and towns have been having in obtaining hiring lists 
from the state Civil Service Commission, 

Earlier this year, Mann said delays in receiving lists from the state 
were the major cause of staff shortages in the city’s Building Depart- 
ment. Primarily because of this shortage, the city’s public schools 
were not inspected by the Building Department, as required by state 
law.

The newly formed Zoning Review Com- 
mittee, created to effect the first substan- 
tial revamp of the city’s zoning ordinances 
in decades, has gotten off to a rocky start. 

Reports from the committee’s meetings 
reveal a certain lack of direction. When 
the chairman of the new committee quit 
his post twice in one meeting, it became 
obvious that, even if every oar is in the 
water, committee members are not pull- 
ing together. 

They should remember that the commit- 
tee was formed because our out-of-date 
zoning ordinances are creating havoc in 
the city that we will have to live with for 
decades to come. Development, especially 
the sort allowed as ‘‘a matter of right’, 
must be closely scrutinized if the city is go- 
ing to remain residential in character. 

One disappointed committee member 
commented that, although the original 
goal of a complete revamp might be unnat- 
tainable, given the rough beginnings of the 
committee, some good work would get 
done. He also suggested that some sort of 
ongoing zoning review committee might 
be formed to take up the remainder of the 
task after this one is dissolved. 

After all the hoopla that attended the 
birth of the committee, is that really the 
best we can hope for? 


Required reading 


Among the many resources available to 
Newton residents is local newspaper 
coverage that is unrivalled by other com- 
munities. The Newton Graphic, the 113- 
year-old ‘paper of record’ for the Garden 
City, is just one of four newspapers that 
cover Newton. The opportunity for 
discovering the status of major issues im- 
portant to the future of the city is always 
within reach. 

Yet, many of our elected representatives 
continue to remain ignorant of the 
simplest developments within the areas 
they have been elected to represent and 
keep watch over. 

The amount of misinformation that 
passes for fact in City Hall varies from the 
unbelievable to simply depressing. Hours 
are wasted in meetings updating officials 
on information that was already ar- 
ticulately and repeatedly elucidated in the 
local press. 

Lack of information, when it comes to 
public officials, goes hand-in-hand with the 
old ‘‘I-don’t-know-what-to-think-about - it- 
What-does-so-and-so-think-about - it?” 
syndrome. Measures are voted up or down 
without even being remotely understood. 
They are mere chimeras for many of the 
very officials who are empowered to con- 
trol their destiny. 

It’s easy enough to get by without a 
working knowlege of the issues that merit 
the attention of city officials. Some are bet- 
ter at it than others. A few are masters. 
That’s because they have had so much 
practice. 

But skating through a meeting with 
nothing more than a thumbnail sketch of 
the matters under discussion amounts to 
an abdication of the responsibility those of- 
ficials agreed to accept when they first 
threw their hats in the ring. 

The Graphic would like to urge the city’s 
pols to use the resources that are readily 
available to them, to read their local 
papers and know what the issues are 
before they are asked to act on them. 
Those resources abound. There is no ex- 
cuse for not taking advantage of them.

“It’s sort of like wearing

a meaningless title,’’ explains 
Anne Reznikoff, 29, a New 
York marketing specialist. 

“T hate the word,’’ says 
Susan Jacobs, 31, president of 
her own Dallas advertising 
and public relations firm. 

The offshoot lexicon from 
“young urban professional” 
S more demeaning — “‘yum- 
my” (young urban mother), 
“‘yubbie’’ (young, urban, 
bluecollar breadwinner), and 
“buppie’’ (black urban pro- 
fessional. ) 

Newsweek magazine push- 
ed the saturation button last 
December with a cover story 
on ‘‘The Year Of The Yuppie” 
and their conspicuous con- 











sumptions — obsessive 
winophilia, BMWs and 
Volvos, Rolex watches, 


restored gingerbread 
townhouses in Victorian 
neighborhoods. 

All this attention to wretch- 
ed excess takes away from 
their human sides, complain 
those typecast in the group. 

“In terms of the stereotype, 
I am a total yuppie,’’ says 
Reznikoff. ‘‘I have an Akita, a 
Japanese dog known as the 
yuppie puppy. I drive a Saab 
Turbo. I live in a co-op in New 
York. I’m pregnant, which is 
total yup. 

“But underneath all this 
stuff is a person who has very 
basic values, who loves her 
husband, is excited about hav- 
ing a child, is involved in 
women’s causes and gives to 
a lot of money to different 
charities. Just to give me that 
label of yuppie is yucky.” 

Like Reznikoff, Jacobs feels 
she is unfairly judged on the

weekends to meet her ‘“‘jetset 
designer friend, Adam Beall. 

“IT don’t want to be judged 
by this, because I feel that I 
give back to the community 
equally what I take from it,” 
says Jacobs. 

“I’m on the board of a ser- 
vice that places abused and 
neglected children in foster 
homes. I do work for the 
March of Dimes, for the 
Dallas Ballet, for the Parks 
and Recreations Center. To 
me, the word yuppie does not 
connote someone who is a 
very giving kind of person; it 
means self-centered and only 
after personal benefit. That is 
not me.”” 

Tom Kottle, a sociologist 
and psychologist at Harvard 
Medical School, feels con- 
tempt by society may comes 
from its own confusion.

‘But she’s not bringing 
the power of the church 
against us.”” 

To unveil the poster, he 
threw a ‘‘Yupperwear”’ party. 

Yet Fiffer doesn’t consider 
himself a ‘‘yuppie  per- 
sonified,’’ because of his out- 
side interests. He is on the 
board of a public interest law 
firm that “frequently bangs 
its head against the establish- 
ment,” fighting against the 
creation of nuclear power 
plants and inequitable hous- 
ing policies. 

Chicago Tribune and Es- 
quire columnist Bob Greene is 
credited with coining the term 
“yuppie,’’ but he refuses to 
take the blame. 

“I did not make up the 
word,”’ insists Greene, 38. ‘I 
heard it in 1980 in a bar in New 
York.” 


Will the yuppification of 
America fizzle as a trend? 

“The yuppie term, of 
course, is not going to last,” 
predicts Harvard sociologist 
Kottle. ‘‘A term like this only 
lasts as long as the half-life 
created by the media. They 
create it, they milk it, they 
drop it — just like a typical 
television show. 

“But there will continue to 
be young, urban professionals 
who want to be successful. In 
the last year, Harvard 
undergraduates show a 
disproportionately high 
number of people who want to 
go to business school. It’s not 
law or medicine. Right now, 
business is the ticket.””

Sex in space:

The National Aeronautic Space Administra- 
tion’s decision to relegate the primordial act 
of life to a scientific experiment is a slap in 
face to those of us who cherish the values of 
sexual intimacy, marriage, chastity and 
faithfulness to a spouse. By turning ‘‘The Act” 
into a scientific experiment, NASA has come 
dangerously close to violating our constitu- 
tional rights to privacy and pursuit of hap- 
piness 

When I saw the headline, ‘‘Sex In Space by 
1990s,’’ I decided to call a friend of mine who is 
working this semester as a Northeastern co- 
op for the Habitility Research Group of the 
Space Human Factors Office of the National 
Aeronautic Space Adminstration. Bartleby, 
an enviromental psychology major, deeply 
believes habitility research will enable the 
colonization of outer space by future genera- 
tions 

I told him I discovered NASA's newest plans 
for ‘intergalactic space travel’? in a 
magazine article written by the leader of his 
re rch group, Yvonne Clearwater. In the 
article Clearwater, herself a enviromental 
psychologist, states: ‘‘In space, regardless of 
crew gender composition, if we lock people up 
for 90-day periods, we must plan for the 
possibility of intimate behavior.” 

Cle ater's prediction of human behavior 
in space over long periods of time and her 
decision to “plan for"’ it did not jibe with my 
preconceived notions of sexual intimacy, or of 
Neil Armstrong, Edwin Aldrin, Jr., and 
Michael Collins taking “‘...one giant leap for 
mankind.’ 

After 1 explained my dilemma, the 
psychology intern embarked upon a 
monologue in which he expounded the virtues 
of studying the physical relationships of men 
and women *‘beyond the stars."’ I agreed with 
most of his arguments, but I was still uneasy 

‘Aren't most of the astronauts married”,’’ I 
asked Bartleby. ‘‘What about the spouse they 
leave behind, confined to earth's gavitational 
pull?”’ 

The Milky Way, I told him, was no place for 
a government-funded homewrecker that pro 
vides for clients’ pleasure an air-conditioned 
capsule equipped with stereo, nine television 
sets, enough food for three months and a great 
view of North America. If Club Med hears 
about the gimmick, it could mean a dramatic 
jump in the already staggering American 
divorce rate 

Quoting Clearwater, Bartleby told me, *‘Our 
job is not to serve as judges of morality but to 

upport people in living as comfortably a

possible while doing extremely important 
work,."* 

What about professional and ethical con- 
duct”,'’ I asked. ‘Firemen, policemen and 
clergymen do ‘extremely important work.’ 

That's different,"’ Bartleby said, ‘‘The pro- 
spect of having men and women together in 
close quarters always seems to lead to ques: 
tions about sexual activity,” Bartleby said, 
still quoting Clearwater 

For a great number people, young and old, 
astronauts are American heroes and their 
deeds and actions should reflect a strong 
moral commitment to ‘extremely important 
work."’ I don't think any American has ever 
Seriously questioned the sexual activity of 
astronauts during missions. 

In “The Right Stuff,” Tom Wolfe aptly 
describes astronauts John Glenn as the 
epitome of the American astronaut.

50 years of tradition and devotion

On the 3rd Sunday of July in 
1935, the birds flew and chirped 
the

At least for that moment, the 


immigrant residents of the 
Italian community were truly 
transformed as their hearts 


returned to their brithplaces and 
the hometowns of their youth 
Their children, the American 
born, were filled with awe at this 
beautiful sight. An Italian tradi 
tion found its roots in Newton on 
that day 

The Society of St, Mary of Car 
mine was founded by about 20 
Italians who had immigrated to 
the United States from Italy at 
the turn of the century and during 
the early 1900s. There were 
names like Messina, Zarilli, 
Dangelo, Venditti, Marrocco, 
Rufo, DeNucci and others, In the 
following year, more men joined 
with the names like Gentile, 
Leone, Colella, Bianchi, Magrillo 
and more 





They came from cities and 
towns called Squillani, Fantané 
Liri, Fondi, Arce and 


Donato. They brought to Am 
their religion and their respec- 
tive honor for the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. In January of 1935, a group 
of men, led by Dominic arilli, 
collected $500 from the people of 
Nonantum. No small feat in the 
depression-laden America of 














In April of that year, the statue 
of the Madonna was completed 
by a Ch lestown group, and in 
July she made her first trip 
through the streets of Nonantum 

The society grew with the 
years, and the annual festival 
was always awaited with an- 
ticipation by the people of the 
community. This was the week of 
festivities, the carnival, 
fireworks, cookouts, the three- 
night dium at Our Lady’s 
Church and an Italian Mass on 
Sunday morning followed by the 
procession. Through the years, 
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society groups came from near 
and far to join with St. Mary of 
Carmine on her feast day 

Then World War II began and 
the boys from the ‘‘Lake’’ began 
leaving Nonantum, some 34 of 
them never to return, In 1942, 
mothers and wives hung 
seapulars, medals and photos of 
their men on the ribbons of the 
Madonna. Some widows hung 
gold wedding rings in memory of 
their husbands on the statue. All 
the gold and some WW II photos 
are still with the Madonna today 

In 1943, as the war grew worse 
and gold stars were hung in 
neighborhood windows, the mer- 
riment and frivolity of the 
celebration was toned down 
Following the war, the festival 
was re-established and the socie- 
ty moved ahead in the late 50s. It 
reached its zenith in 1958 with a 
mammoth celebration and 
festival. As the members grew 
older and others grew sick or 
died, the society and the festival 
went into a decline 

In the early 60s, the young men 
who had enjoyed the celebration 
for many years, with allits pomp 
and ceremony, realized the tradi- 
tion they loved so dearly needed 
some younger support if it was to 
survive. Forty or so younger men 
were then sworn into the society 

Some have the same names 
and some were new; names like 
Genitle, Annese, Pellegrine, 
Marrocco, Leone, Vassalotti and 
others. As a result of this new 
membership, the society enjoyed 
a rebirth, insuring festival conti- 
nuance for the Madonna. In the 
last few years, the sons of the 60s 
members have also enrolled into 
the group to insure a long life for 
this 50-year-old tradition. 

The 50th anniversary proces- 
sion, July 21, will feature its last 
surviving founding father, 
Domenic Messina. Messina, who 
is still active at age 85, served as 
resident of the or, 
rs and festival chairman 
He has been the festival 
urer since 1954 and present- 
ly holds the office of orator. 
Keeping in step with the younger 
men, Messina, in addition to his 
duties as treasurer, has attended 
committee meetings and secured 
carnival, procession and 
fireworks permits 

This year, the festival will 
begin on Wednesday evening, Ju- 
ly 17. As usual, Nonantumites 
from all parts, and as far away as 
Alaska and Califorina, will 
return home to enjoy old friends,

man.” 

Bullwinkle regained control of 
himself and returned to the chair, 
only to quit again several 
minutes later after a similar 
harangue against McGrath 

McGrath said later, ‘‘It's im- 
portant that everyone in this 
room particivate equally. If there 
is an issue I want to speak on, I’m 
going to speak on it with or 
without the cooperation of the 
chairman.” 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael, 
who also was sitting next to 
Bullwinkle, said, ‘We have to 
understand that there are going 
to disagreements among the 
members of this committee 
There is no reason for inplay, 
undercurrent, or jabbing at each 
other. We are a professional com- 
mittee.” 

The members then convinced 
Bullwinkle to return to his post 
and elected him permanent 
chairman. This time Bullwinkle 
took a different seat, severa 
chairs away from McGrath. 

The topic of the meeting was 
residential zones, which was 
chosen at last week's meeting 
because the members thought it 
would be a_non-controversial 
topic that would allow the com- 
mittee to begin working together. 

Part of the discussion centered 
on further defining accessory 
apartments that are now present 
illegally in many Newton homes. 

Referring to those types of 
apartments, McGrath said, ‘‘No 
one wants to put the mother-in- 
law apartments out of business. 
But we do want to put the 
speculators out of business, the 
people who come in and sub- 
divide the houses.”’ 

But the committee could not 
reach any consensus on the mat- 
ter and voted to table the topic 
until the next meeting 

Another topic of discussion was 
the possibility of creating a new 
recreation or conservation zone. 

Several members spoke of the 
possibility that sometime in the 
future, the city’s golf courses 
may be developed into housing. 

“All golf courses in the city are 
zoned for Residence A (which 
allows single-family homes on 
minimum 25,000 square-foot 
lots),’’ said Alan Barkin. ‘‘They 
are the only open spaces of any 
substance in the city. God forbid 
somebody should decide the golf 
business isn’t profitable 
anymore.” 

Terry Morris said that subdivi- 
sion of that land ‘‘would not be 
something that would be in the 
best interest of the city.” He then 
moved that the committee sug- 
gest creation of a new conserva- 
tion zone and the motion carried, 
with only one dissenting vote 
coming from Alderman W. Ar- 
thur Reilly. 

The vote was a straw vote, as 
the committee had earlier decid- 
ed to vote initially on matters on- 
ly to get a sense of the members 
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a 
made him insist on “getting the utmost for what we do spend. That's 
my commitment. That’s why my emphasis can be different." 

According to Alexander, the purpose of his report is ‘'to propose 
measures that will give the City of Newton its best chance of securing 
a bigger, better main library building while minimizing present or 
future disadvantage to the taxpayers.” 

At the heart of his recommendation is the belief that mixed use of 
an existing city-owned building, Warren Jr. High, is the most effec- 
tive and inexpensive means for creating a new library facility. He 
proposes a “self-financing” facility that would include a library and 
commercial space at Warren, the cost of which would be ‘‘sup- 
plemented by money received from the sale of the present main 
library property.” 

Allexander admitted there were legal problems that would have to 
be overcome to effect his plan. Most sites under consideration for 
mixed use are presently unzoned or not zoned for commercial use, he 
said, adding that they are all in the middle of residential areas. Spot 
zoning, which would allow for mixed use at these sites, is against 
state law, he pointed out 

But, he added, ‘‘any political or legal impediments to the recom- 
mended mixed use (income producing) library building can be 
mitigated. We can try harder. I can see the possibility of getting 
around these."” 

Commenting on the recommendations of the majority of the library 
committee, Alexander stated that ‘there would very probably be a 
shortfall in total funds available for the proposed better library 
building” as well as good chance of considerable cost overruns. He 
said there was less chance of cost overruns in a project involving the 
reuse of Warren “because we know so much about the building.” 
Since it closed, there have been three separate studies done to deter- 
mine the feasibility of reusing the former schoc alibrary 

Alexander emphasized that his philosophy is ‘‘not ‘No taxes,’ but I 
want something for my money.”

He also ruled that ‘‘in order to 
qualify as one family, there must 
be some type of relationship 
among the occupants of a dwell- 
ing to constitute one ‘household’ 

I find evidence of a complete 
lack of communal living (at 58 
Winthrop St.)."”’ 












Sherman cautioned, however, 
that municipalities should use 
caution when trying to define the 
phrase in local codes

undefined phrase ‘one family 
employed in a local zoning or 
dinances ought to be defined 
broadly, but not so as to en

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High tech home market grows

DALLAS — The home market 
for sophisticated personal com- 
puters grew appreciably in 1984 
despite a decline in number of 
PCs sold to households, says 
Future Computing Inc. of Dallas. 

FCI, a unit of McGraw-Hill In- 
formation Systems Co., says the 
public perception that the home 
market for PCs is dead or dying 
fails to recognize the shift that 
has occurred in the home com- 
puter market in the past two 
years 

“People buying a home com- 
puter now are serious, they 
understand its use and want the 
machine to do much more than 
video games,”’ said Hilda Uribe, 
senior analyst at FCI. 

FCI has found that the New 
York metropolitan area has the 
nation’s largest installed base of 
PCs in households, at least in 
part because of New York City’s 
lead in home banking and other 
data-based services. As of Jan. 1, 
1985, there were more than 
900,000 PCs in the city.

The electronics engineers at 
Consumer Reports magazine 
recently tested 20 moderately 
priced computer printers that list 
from $270 to $700. The engineers 
looked for models that offered the 
best combination of good print 
quality, high speed, moderate 
price and features that would be 
most useful in a home office. 

There are two basic types of 
computer printers — daisy-wheel 
and dot-matrix. 

The printing element of a 
daisy-wheel model resembles a 
“daisy” with a letter at the end of 
each ‘“‘petal.”” The wheel spins 
around until the letter you want is 
in position. It’s then snapped 


“The penetration of the PC at 
the end of 1984 was 12.3 percent of 
all households in the United 
States, compared to 8.3 percent 
in 1983,"’ Uribe said. ‘‘That is pro- 
jected to increase to 15.8 percent 
in 1985."" 

Uribe said the average invest- 
ment per household in a personal 
computer in the fourth quarter of 
1983 was $500 but it jumped to 
$1,060 in the fourth quarter of 
1984, indicating consumer 
preference for the more profes- 
sional computers. 

In the fourth quarter of 1983, 
American households bought 2.2 
million computer units but that 
figure dropped to 1.75 million 
units in the fourth quarter of 1984. 

“While the total number of 
units sold decreased, the picture 
changes dramatically when you 
look at the dollar figure of the 
sales,"’ Uribe said. 

She said the retail value of the 
2.2 million units sold in 1983 was 
$1.2 billion. ‘‘But in 1984 
Americans spent $1.8 billion that 
bought 1.75 million units. 


“What we are saying is that 
fewer computers are selling but

Daisy-wheel printers produce 
text that’s indistinguishable from 
that of a good electric typewriter. 
But they usually print at only one 
relatively slow speed, and you 
can’t change typefaces on com- 
mand. They also tend to be larger 
and take up more desk or table 
space than the dot-matrix 
models. 

Dot-matrix printers have a 
print head consisting of at least 
one row of tiny pins. As the print 
head moves back and forth, the 
pins strike an inked ribbon 
against the paper, forming letter 
shapes. The printers’ electronic 
memory contains a number of 
typefaces that can be activated 
by the computer. 


Most moderately priced dot- 
matrix printers have at least two 
speeds. Running in their draft 
mode, many models can turn out 
documents three or four times 
faster than a daisy-wheel printer. 
When slowed to their ‘‘best’’ print 
mode, some dot-matrix models 
can produce print that looks 


the end investment in each unit is 
much higher. 

In another change, sales of 
computer have shifted from 
mass merchandisers to specialty 
stores, whose numbers continue 
to grow. “In 1983, the driving 
force for buying a computer was 
entertainment and education. 
Now the single biggest factor is 
word processing," Uribe said. 

Consumer use of computers for 
home banking also is growing, 
Uribe said. 

The lead here is clearly held by 
New York City, where major 
banks first introduced home 
banking and where their innova- 
tion is helping draw business 
from outside the city and state, 
Uribe said. 

Other major cities with large 
numbers of home computers 
were Dallas, Washington, D.C., 
San Franciso-Oakland-San Jose, 
Salt Lake City and Houston. 

Uribe said the New York area’s 
leading brand was Commodore 
which accounted for 30 percent of 
the home market. Other top 
brands in New York were Texas 
Instruments, Apple, Atari and 
Radio Shack.

Among the dot-matrix models 
tested by the electronics 
engineers, the Panasonic KX- 
P1091, listing at $499, would be a 
good choice. It was convenient to 
use, with all the features needed 
for a wide variety of tasks. It was 
also among the smallest and 
lightest of the printers tested. 
The Panasonic, like most com- 
puter equipment, is often heavily 
discounted. 

The Smith Corona D200, $595, 
was just about as good as the the 
top-rated Panasonic, but it cost a 
bit more. If you want a printer for 
less than $300, consider the Man- 
nesman Tally Spirit 80, $269. It 
was quite fast, and in its draft 
mode produced _better-looking 
print than most of the other dot- 
matrix models. 

Among the daisy-wheel 
printers tested, the electronics 
engineers liked the Juki 6100, 
$599, because of its speed.

For now, hold on 
to bond portfolios 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 

I live mainly on the income generated by my municipal bond 
portfolio. My understanding is that some municipals will become 
less attractive after President Reagan’s tax changes go into effect. 
No one seems willing — or able — to tell me what course of action 
to take. Do I sell, make switches, buy more, or simply sit and wait? 
Any straight answers for me?

Dear W.S.: 

No one can tell you what to do for a very simple reason: no one 
knows. 

Wherever you turn you are confronted by experts seriously 
discussing the effect of tax changes — on Middle America, on the 
silkworm industry, on life in these United States. They fail to em- 
phasize that at this point, there are no tax changes at all, and if 
they do, might be so different from the original proposals as to be 
unrecognizable. 

Currently, interest from bonds issued by state and local govern- 
ments is exempt from federal tax. Both the Treasury proposal and 
President Reagan’s proposal suggest that this be modified. In 
order for municipal bond interest to be tax exempt, substantially 
all funds raised by the issuer (that is, the state or local govern- 
ment), would have to be used by the issuer. This might exclude 
from tax exempt status bonds issued to raise money for a facility 
not completely government owned and run (for example, some 
public housing, non-profit hospitals, utilities). 

However, current proposals suggest that bonds issued before 
Jan, 1, 1986 be grandfathered. If they are, then your portfolio is 
safe. And, it seems, tax exempt bonds will still be available after 
that date. 

Before you decide what action to take, if any, you need to 
evaluate at least one more factor in the equation. Logic suggests 
that if there are fewer tax-exempt municipal bonds available, then 
there will be greater demand for them. Which might spur the 
speculators amongst us to take action. This presumes, however, 
that the demand for tax exempt bonds will remain constant. 

But if the highest tax bracket drops from 50% to 35%, as propos- 
ed, then fewer people will be able to benefit from municipal bond 
ownership—and there will be less demand for them. And a 
decrease in both demand and supply cancel each other out. 

All this is merely speculation. The bottom line on your municipal 
bond portfolio is this: sit tight.

The London Symphony Or- 
chestra would be a pleasure to 
listen to at any time, but when 
you’ve enlisted the services of 
musician Bill Conti as your guest 
conductor, you know you are in 
for a stellar musical evening. 
Conti has been invited along to 
guest conduct the LSO’s U.S. 
tour. The 43-year-old Rhode 
Island native has written the 
scores for several movies and 
television shows. A  Juliard 





credits with fine-tuning his 
musical skills. Conti has been 
nominated for three Academy 
Awards, but the statue always 
eluded him, until this year. He 
took home the prize for ‘‘The 
Right Stuff.”’ 

There are 100 musicians with 
the LSO. The company was 
founded in 1904, and is one of the 
oldest symphony orchestras in all 
of Europe. The LSO was also the 
first troop to set itself up as a self- 
governing body that decides 
where and for who they choose to 
play. As well as playing all the 
leading European festivals, the 
LSO first toured the U.S. in 1912. 


The orchestra's last visit, 
stateside, was in 1983. 
When Conti ascended the 


podium, he announced that he 
wrote this opening song, ‘‘a long 
time ago.’’ He launched into Fan- 
fare The Final Bell from 

“Roc y. 

“You knew I'd do that one,” 
cried Conti as the crowd clapped 
with enthusiasm as the song con- 
cluded. Conti continued to talk 
about how Rocky opened the door 
for him to do other projects, 
specifically the creation of 
various television themes. This 
T.V. medley included ‘Falcon 
Crest,”’ in which the 20 violins 
were highlighted and the horn 
section was utilized beautifully 
during the rendition of ‘‘Cagney 
and Lacey."’ The crowd respond- 
ed overwhelmingly when Conti 
led the orchestra through his 
most famous television theme 
“Dynasty.’’ A collection of 
Michel Legrand French Songs 
was next, and then Conti soared 
during his Oscar winning ‘‘The 
Right Stuff’’ composition. 

After a brief intermission, Con- 
ti returned to the podium to cons 
duct the works of another famous 
movie composer known to Bosto- 
nians as the leader of our own 
Pops, Mr. John Williams. Conti 
obviously has an affinity for 
movie themes, and conducted the 
LSO through the themes of 
“E.T.,” “Star Wars,” “Jaws,’’ 
se Encounters,”’ ‘‘Raiders of 
the Lost Ark’’ and ‘‘Superman,”” 
as if they were his own. The or- 
chestra did such justice to these

LeLievre victimizes Newton 


NEWTON — David LeLievre is a one- 
man wrecking crew. 

The 22-year-old bus boy for the Waltham 
Embassy Stan Musial team is doing his job 
well these days. Someone sets the table for 
him, and like a bus boy, he clears it. 

LeLievre smashed two grand slam home 
runs over the weekend, giving him three in 
the last five games, to boost Waltham into 
first-place with four victories over the 
weekend. 

With Embassy’s latest victory, a 9-7 deci- 
sion over Newton’s Post 440 on Sunday, 
Waltham has now won eight straight games 
and 12 of its last 13 outings to go a game and 
a half up on second-place Natick (15-7). In 
fact, Waltham did Natick in on Friday in a 
big game. 

On Sunday, LeLievre sparked a nine-run 
fourth inning with a 450-foot cannon-shot to 
straight away center field with the bases 
jammed. 

Newton had taken a 5-0 lead going into the 
fourth before LeLievre’s grand slam put 
Waltham back into the game, 5-4. Larry 
Scafidi started the inning off for Embassy, 
reaching first on a fielding error and Scott 
LaForest was hit by an Eddie Murray pitch. 
Dan DiVito then lined a shot to left-center 
that was dropped for an error, loading the 
bases and setting the stage for LeLievre. 

Waltham loaded the bases again. Craig 
Righini was hit by a pitch, Steve LaForest 
singled to left-center, and Dave DeCoste leg- 
ged out a bunt, sending Murray to the 
showers in favor of Rob Abromson. 

Abromson walked his first opponent, 
Roger McKinnon, to force in the tying run. 
Bob Cappadona followed with a two-run 
single to right-center to put Waltham out in 
front. Scafidi came up for the second time in 
the inning and flied to center field, scoring 
McKinnon from third. Scott LaForest ended 
the bombardment, tripling to right-center to 
score Cappadona with the ninth run. 

A Joe King single in the first inning drove 
in Newton’s first run. Abromson singled to 
lead-off and advanced to second on a wild 
pitch by starter Rob Wadell, and one out 
later, Abromson scored on King’s base hit. 
King then came home on a fielder’s choice. 

Newton added three more in the second on 
Murray’s run-scoring single and Abromson’s 
two-run single before Waltham staged the 
comeback 

Newton Coach Ed Lee has no lost love for 
LeLievre, who almost hit another grand 
slam his last time up. 

“T almost put him on (intentional walked 
him) with the bases loaded in the fourth,” 
Lee said. ‘I should have.” 

LeLievre came up with the two outs and 
the bases loaded his final time up and smok- 
ed a pair of foul home runs. He finally flied 
out to end the frame, 400-feet out in left field. 
Weekend losses 

Newton's loss against Waltham on Sunday 
was the climax to a disappointing weekend 
in which the Post 440 dropped three previous 
games. 

A trip to Worcester proved bad luck for the 
Post, as Newton fell 6-4 in both games of a 
doubleheader. 

Bob Connerney had a tough time on the 
mound for Newton, allowing 11 hits and 11 
walks in seven innings. 

Worcester scored four runs in the opening 
frame and two in the second to out-do 
Newton’s two-run first inning. 

In the night-cap, Newton again took the 
first-inning lead, only to have the opposition 
storm back and take the lead.

If you ask Lee who’s on the top of his hit- 
list, the name LeLievre shoots out of his 
mouth quicker than lightning. 


Joe King’s single started scoring 


LeLievre poked his first grand-slam home 
run in the third inning last Thursday to lead 
Embassy to a 7-4 victory over Post 440 at 
Jake Dennis Field. 


It was the third time this season that 
LeLievre has beaten Newton with a hit. In 
the last two meetings, the Waltham catcher 
has stroked a two-out, run-scoring single in 
the seventh to win games.

‘B & B’ spells relief 
for weary travellers

After a long, hot day of driving 
in the car, the typical traveler 
will sag into a sterile motel room 
with the same standardized ac- 
comodations found in his room 
the night before a double bed, 
with a painting hung squarely 
above it; a T.V. set placed on a 
long, multi-drawered bureau; 
vinyl-cushioned furniture; 
glasses wrapped in tissue paper 

For breakfast, he patronizes 
the restaurant next door, where it 
may take a half-hour to place an 
order, and another half-hour to 
be served an unappetizing meal 
of pancakes and eggs 

By the third day of the journey, 
the traveler longs for a 
homecooked meal and the 
familiar comfort of his own 
bedroom 

Now, in Newton and elsewhere 
across the country, there's an 





Last week at The Mypoia Polo Club in 
South Hamilton, Daniels and The Pony 
Express were eliminated, 11-4, during the 
second round of the Cadillac East Coast 
Open Polo Tournament by a team from 
Gilbertsville, New York.

Daniels received his introduction to 
the sport from Pony Express teammate 
and computer-software business partner, 
Raul Roldan. 

Roldan, a professional polo player from 
Argentina who has been coaching Daniels, 
described Daniels’ play on the field as ‘‘a 
hell of an improvement over the past five 
years.” 

“When I first got on a horse, I landed 
flat on my face. They had to drive me 
straight to the hospital,’’ Daniels said. ‘It 
can be dangerous if you don’t know what 
you're doing.”’ 

Polo players throughout the world are 
rated, -1 to 10, by their country's polo 
governing board with 10 being the best 
The rating is based on players’ worth to 
their team, their playing competence and 
the skill with which they are able to 
manage their ponies. Daniels, considered 
a beginner, has earned a rating of 1 while 
Roldan is rated at 5

The bad rap, however, failed to

been known to loan their 
bicycles."’ 
Although, at one time, they 


could only be found outside the 
U.S especially in Europe 
over the past five years the B& B 
business has “swept across the 
U. S. to extent that 10,000 
households are doing it,’’ says 
Chesler. 

In fact, she continues, there are 
500 B & Bs in the Boston area, and 
roughly 30 of them are located in 
Newton. 

However, securing such plea- 
sant accomodations requires pro- 
spective guests to plan ahead, At 
least in Newton, most B & Bs are 
registered with a reservation ser- 
vice, a clearinghouse for 
travelers wishing to book a night 
at one of the host homes 

In Newton, there are three of 
these servic Boston Bed & 
Breakfast, which obtains a ma- 
jority of its business through the 
Harvard Medical School, housing 
doctors, scholars and other pro- 
fessionals attending seminars or 
other events at the college; and 
Host Homes of Boston and New 
England Bed and Breakfast, both 
of which offer accomodations 
throughout the Boston a! 

According to John Gardener, 
the owner of New England Bed 
and Breakfast, B & B reservation 
services are a blossoming cot- 
tage industry 

“We felt it was a good little 
business to get into” because five 
years ago, there weren't as many 
hotels and tour was 
“not a B & B to speak of in the 
Boston area."” 

Marcia Whittington, owner of 
Host Homes of Boston, said she 
“started thi after 
percent assessment of valuation” 
in Newton. Some people need the 
extra money that can be obtained, 
through running a reservation 
business or through ac- 
comodating guests as a bed and 
breakfast host. 

The extra funds can be used for 
paying bills, taking a vacation, 
and “‘it's an incentive to maintain 
the house,” says Whittington, 
who takes in B & B guests herself. 

“All of a sudden you look at the 
home through somebody else's 
" she says 
& B_ hostess Margaret 
Wallwork, who has lived in the 
same house near Newton Centre 
's and who was widow- 
, Says hosting 
for me” 
because ‘‘y fi ngetina 
rut when you live alone. In the 
busy season you see a lot of peo- 
ple and I haven’t had one person 
who wasn't pleasant.” 

These reservation services 
charge varying rates to their 
listed B & Bs for each booking 
made, While Whittington charges 
a flat $11 per room per night, 
Gardner requests 25 percent of 
the amount charged to B & B 
guests 

Many B & Bs prefer to join a 
reservation service to preserve 
the homeowner's anonymity and 
freedom to accept or deny guests 
when they wish 

According to Chesler, ‘There's 
a big difference between so- 
meone banging on your door to 
ask for an opening and having a 
reservation service screen out 
potential guests." 


While some guests may be 
denied a room in a B & B, so too 
may prospective bed and 
breakfast hosts be denied accep- 
tance onto reservation service 
lists

terested in clean homes with 
tastefully decorated rooms 
located near an MBTA station 
But individual reservationists’ 
screening styles vary here, too. 

When judging a potential B & 
B, Whittington says she asks 
herself whether the home is a 
place she would like to spend the 
night 

Gardener sends out an applica- 
tion form, then chec! ut the 
home himself for ‘personality’ 
and the ‘cosmetics of the situa- 








tion.”’ 
But why would a traveler seek 
lodging in Newton instead of 


Boston or Cambridge? 

According to reservation ser- 
vice owners, most Newton guests 
are in town for Boston College 
related activities — whether it be 
graduation, visiting children at 
school or attending seminars. 

Others are here for a wedding, 
like the Harris family of 
Durham, Conn., who stayed last 
weekend with one Newton B & B 
host family. 

Fran Post, a teacher for blind 
students, found Newton conve- 
nient to a seminar sponsored by 
the Carroll Center for the Blind. 

Bed and Breakfasts are ‘‘nicer 
than a_ hotel,” Post, 
“because you're not as isolated.” 
After a long day at the seminar, 
returning toa B & B is like ‘going 
home,” she continues. ‘And 
sometimes they ask me to din- 
ner." 

One traveler wrote in B & B 
hostess Wallwork’s guestbook 
that she was offered a ‘‘wonder- 
ful cup of tea at just the right 
time!”’ 

Another guest, pleased with the 
Wallwork’s hostessing, wrote, ‘I 
don’t know what I enjoyed more 

the conversation, hospitality, 
or the homemade bread.” 

In addition, Gardner notes, 
“Hosts give information on 
where to and how to get there, 
which is invaluable to the 
traveler, who can easily waste a 
whole day” figuring out direc- 
tions by himself.

Proper management and 
placement of horses are the 
keys to winning at polo, Daniels 
said 

“The horses are 80 percent of 
the game. We try and organize 
the horses so the weaker horses 
play with the stronger ones,”’ he 
said. “It’s a lot like chess in 
terms of strategy, each position 
is so different 

The rules of polo are relative- 
ly simply. A team scores by hit- 
ting a ball, made of light-weight, 
durable plastic, through one of 
two goal posts at either end of 
the field with wooden mallets. 
Teams switch goals after every 
score, Typical dimensions of a 
polo field are 300 by 150-yards. 

The game is divided into six 
periods, or chukka Each 
chukkar lasts either seven-and- 
one-half minutes, or seven 
minutes if no penalties are 
assessed. Players, who usually 
own a string of horses, mount a 
fresh horse after each period. 
Daniels, who just completed 
construction of a barn in 
Ipswich to board his polo ponies, 
owns 24 horses. 

“It involves a lot more than 
getting on the horse and hitting 
the ball,’ Daniels said 

The game can best be describ- 
ed in plain terms as a cross bet- 
ween field hockey and horse 
racing. Each team consists of 
four players who switch in and 
out of differing positions during 
the course of a game. Position 
number one is the agressive 
slot, or scorer. Positions two 
and three, although considered 
scorers, are responsible for 
moving the ball up the field and 
into scoring position. The fourth 
position, or ‘‘back,"’ is responsi- 
ble for guarding his goal from 
opposing attackers. During last 
week's tournament, Daniels 
played ‘‘back”’ for he Pony Ex- 
press while Roldan assumed 
position number one. 

“For everything that you're 
trying to do out on the field,”’ 
like stay on the horse while 
moving the ball into scoring 
position, ‘‘the 5 an opponent 
trying to stop you. It’s a real 
challenge.”’ 

Although the exact origins of 
polo are still a mystery, 
historians generally define the 
game as an Asiatic sport which 
began sometime around the 13th 
century. Like the tournanments 


























of mediaeval knights, polo was 
at first a serious rough-rider’s 
exercise in preparation for war. 
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It demanded of its participants 
supreme dexterity in horseman- 
ship, as well as, great personal 
strength, alertness, agility, 
quickness of oberservation and 
self-control 

Polo did not reach the western 
world until the mid-19th century 
when British soliders first 
started playing the game in In- 
dia. The first organized matches 
took place on European soil in 
1871 at Aldershot, England, and 
Dublin, Ireland. 

Polo’s introduction to America 
came in 1876 when the extraor- 
dinary figure of elegant 
American life, James Gordon 
Bennett - publisher, horseman 
and philanthropist - brought 
mallets and balls from the 
British Isles and started playing 
polo indoors at what was then 
the Dickel’s Riding Academy at 
Fifth Avenue and 39th Street, 
now the heart of New York's 
fashionable shopping district. 

Before a year had ended, Ben- 
nett and 14 of his associates had 
formed the Westchester Polo 
Club, the first American club of 
its kind. Several years later, 
Bennett moved the club to 
Newport, RI., the current home 
of the Westchester Polo Club 

The Polo ciation, now the 
United States Polo Association 
(USPC), was incorporated in 
1890 when 13 clubs from the 
East Coast organized to promote 
polo in this country. Daniels’ 
club, The Myopia Polo Club in 
South Hamilton, is one of the 
USPA'’s five charter members. 
Constructed in 1887, Myopia 
members play on what is con- 
sidered the oldest field in North 
America. 

American polo reached its 
zenith in 1902 when Harry Paine 
Whitney gathered a string of 22 
ponies and organized a top-notch 












American team for international , 


competition. Termed the “Big 
Four,” the team was structured 
around Whitney, Devereaux 
Milburn, Lawernce Waterbury, 
J.M. Waterbury, Jr. and later 
Louis Stoddard. 

With an undefeated record in 
international competition, the 
“Big Four’’ provided a great 
impetus for polo in America. 
Following their advent, polo was 
soon played on both coasts, 
causing a tremendous jump in 
the thoroughbred-horse industry 
in western states, particulary 
Texas. 

“For $10, anybody can come 
to Myopia and spend the entire 
day and usually see a great 
game of polo,”’ Daniels said. 
“It’s really a lot of fun for the 
entire family.”

Mental health organization sues city 


CAMBRIDGE Life Studies 
Foundation Inc., a Newton men- 
tal health organization, has filed 
suit in Middlesex Superior Court 
appealing the board of 
aldermen’s refusal to approve its 
plan for a driveway and 30 park- 
ing spaces on a_ property in 
Auburndale at 74 Vista Avenue 
where it plans to establish a 
center. 

The foundation, which has its 
headquarters at 382 Hammond 
St., says it is “aggrieved” by the 
June 18 decision of the board 
which it claims is ‘‘erroneous,”’ 
exceeds the board’s authority

Newton Centre halfway house approved 


NEWTON A proposal to 
establish a halfway house in 
Newton Centre for mentally 
disturbed persons was approved 
Monday night by the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee despite 
vocal dissent from some 
neighborhood residents. 

The committee voted to grant 
site plan approval by a 5-1 
margin, with Alderman Dominic 
Taglienti in opposition. The mat- 
ter must now be considered by 
the full Board of Aldermen at its 
meeting on Aug. 12. 

The halfway house, which 
would be located in the old Paul 
mansion at 1402 Centre St., would 
be run by the newly-formed Liv- 
ing Tree Educational Corpora- 
tion, which is run by Dr. Neil 
Luberoff and his wife, attorney 
Robin Freedman. 

The committee began the 
meeting by concluding that the 
halfway house would clearly be 
an educational use, since the pur- 
pose is to assimilate mentally 
disturbed persons back into nor- 
mal society. Luberoff said that 
all clients will be required to 
have an outside job and will be 
encouraged to learn to live in- 



















dependently. 

Because they concluded that 
Living Tree was an educational 
institution, the committee 
members were bound by state 
law to allow the use of the proper- 
ty for that purpose. 

Luberoff told the committee 
that the house would be run en- 
tirely with private funding, 
through fees from its clients. He 
said the clients would typically 
be young people who are in need 
of counseling, but have not been 
institutionalized, which he said 
“is a disease itself. We are in- 
terested in people who are not 


needing state hospitalization 
right now."" 
He said persons with anti- 


social behavioral problems or 
primary problems of alcohol or 
drug abuse would not be accepted 
as clients. 

Terry Chen Rothchild, a 
spokesperson for the Newton 
Centre Neighborhood Association 
(NCNA), said her group was 
“strongly opposed to the facility 
and has concerns with the pro- 
gram.”

The first step 
in a long journey 


“A journey of a thousand miles begins 
with a single step,’’ according to the an- 
cient wisdom. 

The Main Library Facility Committee, 
created by Mayor Theodore Mann and 
charged with devising a plan to create a 
new main library facility without increas- 
ing taxes, has finally taken the first step. 
The journey between here and the ribbon- 
cutting ceremony is at least a thousand 
miles, but the report the committee just 
filed is an auspicious beginning. 

The city’s 113-year-old ‘‘paper of 
record” hesitates to endorse the commit- 
tee’s recommendations without further 
study, but, given the makeup of the com- 
mittee and the thoroughness of its report, 
we are optimistic that there might be a 
map for the 1,000-mile-journey in what 
they have filed. 

A word to critics, obstructionists and 
skeptics: don’t punch holes in the report 
unless you can fill them in with the same 
detailed analysis that appears in the 
original. Don’t tie our shoelaces together 
before we can take the second step. 

It’s going to be a long haul. We could use 
each other’s help. 





Ban insurance bias 


It would be a tragedy if the current 
legislative session ended without the state 
Legislature enacting a full-fledged unisex 
insurance bill. 

Bills to end sex discrimination in in- 
surance have met withering resistence 
from most Massachusetts insurers. Only 
John Hancock and Massachusetts Mutual 
Life have stayed out of the battle to scotch 
or dilute the measure. 

The state already bans sex discrimina- 
tion in auto insurance and carries an equal 
rights amendment in its Consitution. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled it illegal to discriminate on the basis 
of sex in group policies for health, disabili- 
ty and life insurance. 

But the individual Massachusetts 
woman still is subject to the arbitrary 
discrimination when she buys her own in- 
surance in those categories. 

Insurers claim women benefit from the 
current setup. They live longer, the in- 
dustry says, and so they pay smaller 
premiums than men. But they also get 
smaller returns than men, so the ‘“‘savy- 
ings’’ to women are a myth. 

Two bills on unisex insurance lie in com- 
mittee now. A House bill reported out the 
Insurance Committee would end 
discrimination in health and disability 
coverage, but defer the decision on life in- 
surance until a study commission ex- 
amines it. That bill is in the Ways and 
Means Committee, yet undebated. A 
Senate bill also awaits committee action; 
it would apply unisex rates to life in- 
surance. 

For many people, the issue has seemed 
unfathomably complex. Statistics have 
been spewing from both sides of the argu- 
ment. Insurance policy prose —a foreign 
tongue to most of us — has dominated 
much of the debate. 

That issue is plain and simple sex 
discrimination, which is flatly wrong. 

State legislators have a duty to stop that 
discrimination in all forms of insurance — 
and in this session.

Untapped riches

I must admit, upon first glance at 
the onion soup-brown water of the 
Charles River, I had my doubts 
about what the good folks at the 
Charles River Watershed Associa- 
tion (CRWA) were trying to prove 
last Saturday afternoon by staging 
a swim in the Charles River. 

A relative new-comer to New 
England, the only things I heard 
about the Charles River were how 
dirty it is and how sick you would 
get if you jumped in it. After telling 
friends and yciates about the 
swim-in I was covering, they all 
said how cra anyone swimming 
in the Charl had to be. Being 
familiar with New York City’s East 
and Hudson rivers, I understood 
where they were coming from. 

CRWA’s Rita Barron did nothing 
for my confidence in the Charles 
when she told me MDC police 
dredged up two automobiles from 
the bottom of the river along a 
short stretch that runs by Newton's 
Novitiate Park. 

The thing that really shocked 
me, though, was the of con- 
cern on the part of the participants 
about to take the plunge. 

“It's not that dirty,’’ acting 
lifegaurd Wendy Gorin told me 
““Tt doesn’t bother me.”" 

I looked at her, then over to the 
murky water and back at her. Men- 
tally, I was scratching my head, 
wondering if the 50-odd people lin- 
ed up along the shore were fanatics 
or prophets — a fine line even in the 
Bible. 

Visions of coughing, choking 
pollution victims crossed my mind 
as the first bathers waded in. I 
could almost hear the da-da da-da 
bass notes from Jaws; but, much to 
my surprise, bathers were frolick- 
ing and splashing about — enjoying 
themselves. 

Perhaps the most heartening 
scene was seeing the infants in the 
water — children too young to real- 
ly understand what pollution is but 
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The Charles River is returning to its pre-industrial state ... slowly. 


old enough to appreciate the beau- 
ty of the park and the fun of 
floating on a river just like old 
Huck Finn. While their parents, a 
tad cynical from life in the ‘‘real”’ 
world, talked about what was bad 
about the river, the children laugh- 
ed about what was good. 

Because it was a hot day, I decid- 
ed to wear shorts, not giving any 
thought to actually jumping in 
myself. But, if I could swim around 
Sheepshead Bay in Brooklyn ... 
well no guts, no glory, I figured, 
and dove in. 

The water was cool and 
refreshing. There was no smell or 
aftertaste and when I came out, I 
didn’t feel as though I swam in a 
toilet bowl — a feeling one often 
gets after a dip at any MDC pool. 
Also, there was no bumper-to- 
bumper traffic, no Bourne Bridge 
and no tolls to get to Novitiate. 

If the Charles were turned into a 
viable summer recreation area, it 
would mean people living along 
certain stretches of the 80-mile

waterway wouldn’t have to decide 
at 6 a.m. if they wanted to go to the 
beach — they could just hop in the 
old jalopy and motor down to the 
nearest clean stretch. 

At Novitiate Park, at least, the 
small stretch of beach is clean and 
free of broken glass and other 
debris, common sites at beaches 
anywhere. And, given the Charles’ 
bad publicity, overcrowding may 
not be a problem. 

Don’t pack up the picnic basket 
just yet, however, the Charles’ 
beaches have been officially ‘‘clos- 
ed”’ since the early 1950’s. Opening 
the Charles for public use won't 
happen overnight. 

Aside from the small fact that 
state regulations call for 4-foot 
water visability — eliminating the 
Charles as a recreational river 
under present laws because of its 
brown palor due to seepage from 
vegetation growing in over 20,000 
acres of wetlands along its banks — 
people are just plain scared of the 
Charles.

“You want an earache — jump in 
the Charles,’’ a friend, a former 
Needham resident, Ed Gallagher 
said after hearing about the swim. 
Gallagher, who grew up along the 
river, had a reaction typical of 
many frightened by horror stories 
about the river’s makeup. 

“You'd never get me in there, not 
over my dead body — which would 
probably happen if I fell in,” 
Gallagher continued. 

Gallagher followed that com- 
ment with another typical state- 
ment: ‘Sure would be nice if it 
were clean, though. Beats driving 
forever to go swimming.”’ 

After years of neglect, no one in 
his right mind will argue that every 
inch of the Charles River is ideal 
for swimming. Even the optimistic 
Barron described the Charles as an 
80-mile parking lot. What Barron 
and others will tell you is that the 
river is cleaner than it has been for 
quite some time, and, through con- 
tinued conservation and public 
education efforts, more and more 
of the river can be returned to a 
point where one can safely swim 
without worrying about contrac- 
ting cholera or some other dread 
disease. 

There are precedents. The Hud- 
son River, once a dumping ground 
for PCBs and other toxic wastes far 
more dangerous than the raw 
sewage dumped into the Charles is 
on its way back after a ten-year 
cleanup inititated by New York 
State. 

While I wouldn’t jump off either 
the Brooklyn or BU bridges for a 
swim just yet, with proper public 
awareness and a little help from 
the lawmakers who deal with pollu- 
tion regulations and enforcement, 
maybe we can retrieve bodies of 
water once thought to be lost 
forever to man’s neglect and indif- 
ference.

The time to move on new library is now

Only a unified lobbying effort 
beginning immediately can save 
the year of hard work put in by a 
group of resident volunteers from 
becoming wasted time 


There is no dispute over the need 
for a new main library. As the 
library trustees put it two years 
the building in Newton Corner 
“leaks, creaks, wastes tax dollars 
and is far from safe,”” 

If a final decision on a replace- 
ment continues to be delayed, the 
Main Library Facility Committee 
believes that ‘each year of 
postponing construction can be ex- 
pected to add $500,000 to $800,000 to 
the eventual cost of a new main 
library facility” 

But, simply distributing a 25- 
page document to aldermen and 
other interested groups — no mat 
ter how expert, unanimous or com 
prehensive the report — will not 
suddenly kick-start an issue in lim- 
bo for the last 40 years. 

Now that both sides of the library 
battle those who favor a brand 
new building and those who favor a 
conversion scheme — have all the 
ammunition they need, it is time to 
finally end the war 

The supporters of a new building 
are about to come face-to-face with 





the toughest political hurdle of the 
entire process because an alder- 
manic committee is on the brink of 
making a recommendation on the 
key player in any library proposal 
the fate of the Warren Junior 

High School 

Warren has always been a 
political thorn in the side of getting 
the library issue off middle ground 

The libri committee met that 
problem head-on by recommen- 
ding that the school be sold or leas- 
ed as offices to raise almost 40 per- 
cent of the $8 to $10 million needed 
to build a brand new library 

The only way that suggestion will 
become a reality is over the ‘dead 
bodies’’ of several influential 
aldermen, ineluding Richard 
McGrath, Carol Ann Shea and Paul 
Coletti 

Yet, most agree that the costs of 
rehabilitating Warren for a library 
would probably run higher than 
estimated and would certainly in 
volve greater risk than new con- 
struction 

And the Main Library Facility 
Committee, which has rendered 
the most comprehensive analysis 
of the issue ever conducted 
describes converting the Warren 
as the equivalent of ‘buying about 
67 percent of a good library for 90 
percent of the price 

In other words, using the Warren 





as a library would be paying more 
for less 

An effective lobbying effort for a 
new building must convince 
aldermen that library users, com- 
prised mostly of the young and the 
elderly, have been sacrificing for 
decades and should not be asked to 
continue 

To accomplish that, supporters 
of a new facility must back off the 
office space recommendation, let 
the Warren go for a less intensive 
use and find another funding 
source to make up the difference 

Proponents of a brand new 
library should take heart in the fact 
that the final recommendation of a 
new building at the corner of 
Homer and Walnut streets and 
financed mainly from the disposi- 
tion of surplus properties is in line 
with the wishes of the majority of 
residents 

In 1983, the voters rejected any 
library plan that would mean 
higher taxes and, in responding to 
this year’s opinion questionnaire 
most residents said they would 
prefer the Homer/Walnut site and 
construction paid for by the sale of 
surplus property and private con 
tributions 

But, the single and most compell- 
ing argument against the Warren 
and for a brand new main library is 
not a matter of dollars and cents 


bricks and mortar, c¢ votes 
he library committee sees it as 
a simple matter of community 
pride 

“Newton's new library should be 
more than repository for books. It 
should be a symbol of the city’s 
committment to education, its 
celebration of the pleasures of 
reading and its recognition of the 
importance of keeping in touch 
with knowledge assembled by peo: 
ple of other times and other places 

‘The people of Newton need and 
want a good library — one that they 
can view with pride and view with 
pleasure,’”’ 

For supporters of a new library, 
a converted Warren would be sym- 
bolic only of a city settling for se- 
cond best because the best re 
quired a sacrifice 

In order to make “‘it” happen, 
however, it is time for Mann to get 
off the fence and throw the powers 
of his office behind recommenda- 
tions that, with some small 
sacrifices and the cooperation of its 
residents and public servants,” 
will bring the city of Newton ‘a 
library that will serve to enhance 
the quality of life for still another 
century to come.”

First, a little information on 
which to base your decision. 
Term insurance buys coverage 
for a short period (e.g., a y 5 
at the end of which time the 
coverage ends. Term insurance 
has no cash-value (that is, no 
equity buildup), and the 
premium, based on your age, in- 
creases each period. Although it 
is a wise short-term solution to 
life insurance needs, for most 
people, it’s not really a wise long- 
term proposition 

Whole-life insurance has a dif- 
ferent basis. The initial 
premium, although substantially 
higher than the term premium, 
will remain constant throughout 
the life of the policy. And whole- 
life insurance has a cash value 
that grows each year, untaxed. 

In the early ars off a whole- 
life policy, the cash-value grows 
slowly, and term insurance is by 
far the more attractive choice. 
But there comes a point at which 
the annual cash-value increase 
Wi. eventually exceed the 
amount of the annual premium. 
In a low-cost contract, this may 
occur after four or fiv: ars. 

And, using a variety of 
available options, the 
policyowner can arrange for the 
policy to carry itself. The owner 
can also surrender his policy at 
any point if insurance becomes 
unnecessary, and receive in 
return the cash surrender value.

of policies. Suppose that you buy 
equal amounts of term and 
whole-life insurance. And sup- 
pose that when your ship comes 
in, making you wealthier than 
you had ever dreamed, you 
decide to terminate your policies.

There are strong indications, 
however, that if this proposal is 
passed, it will grandfather all 
policies issued prior to the date of 
adoption.

Copies of the document will be 
available soon for public viewing 
at the main and branch libraries. 

Mann left little doubt that one 
of the most divisive issues in the 
city’s history is finally ap- 
proaching the high-water mark. 

“This is terribly important. I 
can think of very few things I 
could do that will have this kind 
of impact on the city’s cultural 
environment. I think it’s an op- 
portunity we shouldn't miss," he 
said. 

While a library of the recom- 
mended size would accommodate 
a maximum of 500,000 holdings, 
including books, tapes and other 
items, and 400 seats broken down 
into 360 adult spaces and 40 
children, the committee stressed 
that this is conservative plan 
for a city such as Newton.” 

“Tt means that at full capacity, 
some 10 years hence, Newton’s 
library will have have an 
average of six books per resident, 
while today, both Brookline and 
Wellesley have almost seven 
books per resident,”’ according to 
the report. 

The group is 











confident” the 
suggested size ill be large 
enough for the near future,” but 
noted some sacrifices and recom- 
mended that the design allow for 
eventual expansion to 90,000 
square feet. 

“The new library will have on- 
ly four or five small meeting 
rooms and one large multi- 
purpose room,” but will not have 
a cable TV studio, public eating 
area, vending machines, sound- 
proofed rooms, public 
access and a separate audio- 
visual projection room. 

Parking for the new facility 
would be provided by expanding 
the adjacent municipal lot to the 
rear of the Homer/Walnut 
parcel 

At the heart of the financing 
recommendations is the pro- 
fitable disposal of the city's 












surplus properties, specifically 
the Warren Junior High School 
building. 

The vacant Washington Street 
school was ruled out for possible 
conversion into a library because 
“the relatively small amount of 
money that could be saved by 
rebuilding Warren would not be 
enough to overcome significant 
losses in function, flexibility and 
economy of operation.” 

“In light of the city’s future 
financial needs, it is reasonable 
to insist that full and fair con- 
sideration be given to reasonable 
development plans that will bring 
the city a much higher value for 
surplus property than has been 
achieved in the past,’’ according 
to the report. 

The committee called on the 
Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen to make “specific deci- 
sions with respect to specific pro- 
perties that establish reasonable 
uses and high enough minimum 
prices so that a new library can 
be afforded. 

“Unless these specific actions 
are taken, Newton will not be 
able to afford a new main library 
facility without expending 
substantial operating funds to 
pay for increased bonding,"’ ac- 
cording to the report. 

The committee's ‘strongest 
recommendation” that the 
Warren be sold for use as rental 
office space for a minimum of 
$3.6 million or leased for at least 
$540,000 annually. 

If the city chooses to lease the 
building, the lease payments 
could be used to totally support a 
20-year general obligation bond 
of $4.32 million 

In any event, the disposal of the 
Warren for office space would ac- 
count for “roughly 40 percent”’ of 
the $9.4 to $10.7 million raised by 
the committee's recommended 
financing packaging. 

While such a use would require

You don’t need to drive hours to the mountains or brave the 
-clogged highways to the beach to get away from it all 
one’s throw away lies a glistening vein of peacefulness 
and natural beauty 

Winding its way quietly through Newton, Waltham, Watertown 
and nearby Needham, Dedham and Wellesley, the Charles River 
is a gold mine for local fishermen, canoeists, picknickers and 
naturalists. Its miles of meandering shoreline include in Newton, 
Waltham and Watertown alone over 200 acres of Metropolitan 
District Commission (MDC) woodlands and parks — all open to 
the public as well as several town parks. These lands are a 
haven for wildlife, water fowl and songbirds. 

Much of the river — which stretches from Hopkinton to Boston 
Harbor — has been labeled Class B (safe for swimming) and all 
of it is considered safe for fishing. While lower parts of the 
waterway, particularly those stretching from Watertown 
through Cambridge to Boston, are well-traveled by motorboats, 

s, kay d crew teams — and run for miles along ma- 
jor streets and highways — dams and waterfalls keep larger 
watercraft from making their way up river, And parklands pro- 
vide at least a small buffer between city traffic and the river's 
calm currents. 

The area is still relatively “undiscovered” by city standards 
Although there are usually a few other boaters on the river, 
especially on weekends, one is often quite alone on the water 
The Charles is easily accessible — with numerous public boat 
launches and park areas and two boat rental spots in the local 
area -- and its proximity to civilization in many ways adds to its 
uniqueness. 

Streaks of clouds skidded and twirled across the sky on a re- 
cent sunny afternoon spent paddling through the heart of 
Dedham, Across the fields, from the direction of Route 1, could 
be heard the muffled straining of heavy trucks and jackham- 
mers. But the sounds on the river are the sounds of the wind flip- 
ping leaves on the trees, birds calling and crying along the 
banks, and the paddle swirling — swish, splash — through the 
water. The world seems to be turning slowly past, as though 
observed from the window of a slow-motion train 

Here and there, fishermen pursue their pasttime patiently on 
piers and bridges and in rowboats and canoes 


Licenses, which cost $12.25 and are good for 
one calendar year, and copies of size limits for 
hooked fish are available at most town halls 
and some sporting goods stores 

The MDC now is in the midst of constructing 
a “fish way" or ‘fish ladder,” at the Finlay 
Dam in Newton Lower Falls and is planning a 
second one a short way up the river. The fish 

y will allow shad, alewife and other fish 
which come up the river from the ocean to 
spawn each year to make their way to the up- 
per parts of the Charles, enhancing the river’s 
ecosystem and feeding larger, sport fish such 
as bass and bluefish 


According to Bob Madore, an aquatic 
biologist with the state Dept. of Fisheries, 
Wildlife and Recreation Vehicles, the Charles 
River supports a mixed warm water fish 
population, which includes bass, pickerel, 
yellow perch, shiners, suckers, carp, bullheads 
or hornpout, white catfish, northern pike and 
black crappie. In addition, the department 
stocks some of the headwater areas with trout 
each spring, although Madore says by mid- 
June they are pretty well fished-out. 

A state fishing license is required for anyone 
age 15 or over wishing to try his or her luck in 
the Charles or any other Massachusetts river.

Although the Charles has been written off 
many times over the ars as a polluted, 
garbage-laden disaster area — the victim of 
rampant industrialization and poor sewage 
management practices — those familiar with it 
today say it is making an extraordinary com- 
eback. 

Medore says the Dept. of Fisheries stance on 
consuming catches from the river is that ‘“we 
know of no problems with the fish.” He 
acknowledges, however, that some sections of 
the waterway still have specific pollution pro- 
blems and adds, ‘‘I tell people, ‘If you have any 
doubts, don’t eat them."”’ 

The non-profit Charles River Watershed 
Association has been championing the cause of 
the Charles for 20 years — promoting the 
river's recreational and aesthetic offerings and 
working to restore swimming along the water- 
way, banned by the MDC 30 years ago. 

“People keep asking, ‘When is it going to get 
back to the way it was,’” says Rita Barron, ex- 
ecutive director of the Auburndale-based 
group. ‘‘Well, it is so much better than it ever 
was 30 or even 50 years ago."’ 

The Watershed Association conducts an an- 
nual swim in the Charles held this year on 
July 20 at Novitiate Park in Newton to prove 
its point about the water’s safety and en- 
courage reopening of MDC beaches along the 
river. The event is preceded by testing of the 
water and sediment and is usually attended by 
numerous officers of the MDC. Barron sa) 
tests conducted by the Dept. of Environmental 
Quality Engineering this spring in the Newton 
area of the Charles showed bacteria counts of 
only one-tenth the level permitted for Class B 
(swimmable) waters. 

Barron, who says she knows many people 
who have grown up swimming in the Charles 
despite the MDC’s ban, warns that no one 
should go in unsupervised or in an unfamiliar 
area in which the murky waters may hide 
hazardous refuse dumped on the river bottom 


For those wishing to try out the water from 
the safety of their own watercraft, the major 
local powerboat launch is located in Waltham 
off Woerd Avenue and provides easy access to 
the so-called “‘lakes district’ along the 
Weston/Waltham line. Other popular boat laun 
ches are located in Auburndale by the Marriott, 
on the Newton/Boston line at Daly Field and in 
Watertown Square off Galen Street. And canoes 
can actually be launched from any public land 
along the river. 


There are two local boat rental operation 
Tropicland Marine and Tackle, on Bridge 
Street, just south of Route 1 in Dedham is open 


weekdays from 9:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. and Satur- 
days from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m, It rents canoes for 

50 an hour, with a two-hour minimum, or $20 
a day. It also rents fourteen-foot aluminum 
boats with an electric motor for $45 a day or 
with oars for $35 a day. Boaters can travel 
down river from Tropicland as far as Lower 
Falls or up river 
meeting any natt 

Charles River Canoe § vice on Com- 
monwealth Ave. (Route 30) at the intersection 
of Route 128 in Auburndale, is open from noon 
to 8 p.m. weekdays and from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m 
weekends and holidays. Canoe rental is $4 an 
hour or $16 a day on weekdays and $5 an hour 
or $18 a day on weekends and holidays. Some 
single and two-person kayaks and rowing rigs 
for the canoes are also available, The river is 
clear for three miles in each direction bet- 
ween Newton Lower Falls and the Moody 
Street Dam in Waltham. Charles River Canoe 
Service also offers a month-long series of 
canoeing lessons for $40 and occasional guided 
day trips 

The current is gentle along most of the 
Charles, although it speeds up slightly through 
some narrow stretches. Bre along some of 
the river's open stretches gene ly provide the 
only real challenge particularly for those 
paddling alone on windy days 

Major passive recreation areas along the 
Charles include Cutler Park, located along the 
Dedham/Needham line, with 420 acres in 
Needham and 158 acres in Dedham, and the 
Charles River Reservation — which stretches 
from Natick to Boston and includes pieces in 
Watertown, Waltham and Newton

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Right paint saves time

An interior latex paint that 
hides the existing paint in the 
fewest number of coats will save 
you time, effort and money. But 
there are differences among 
brands, and even among colors 
within the same brand line 

If you're refreshing a room 
with the same color paint, you 
can probably get the job done 
with just one coat. But changing 
the color may take several coats, 
ially if the old color is much 
or than the new one 

Consumer Reports’ paint ex- 
perts recently tested 28 brands 
and 167 colors. Although all were 
to apply smoothly, they 








in their hiding power 
paints and colors, 
or even more 


varied 
With some 
three coats 
were needed 

For their tests, the paint ex- 
perts developed hiding charts 
that were imprinted with six 
shaded stripes from a very 
light gray that simulates an off- 
white or light pastel, to black that 
approximates a dark blue or 
chocolate brown. By painting 
over the stripes, the experts 
noted the darkest gray stripe the 
tested paint could cover, as well 
as how many coats were 
necessary to cover the stripes 
completely 

In most cases, 
coats of the yellow and gold 
paints to cover the darker 
stripes.

Let your kids help

The kids want to help when a 
squirrel or rat gets stuck in the 
chimney, between the downspout 
and the house or under the porch. 

The kids, somehow always 
underfoot, also volunteer when 
you start repair projects around 
the house fixing a plugged 
drain, broken shutter, cracked 
window pane, squeaky step. 


The kids, bless ‘em, work up 
their most enthusiasm when you 
start a major do-it-yourself pro- 
ject. Wallpapering. Painting. 
Making cabinets. Reflooring the 
bathroom. Putting down rugs. 
Putting up track lighting. 








You take them shopping for the 
materials and when you get home 
and begin work they want to 
jump in with both feet. 

The coward’s way is to hire a 
baby sitter to take the kids to the 
movies, a carnival, the beach, 
the library — and then to grand- 
ma’s house for dinner and a 
sleepover. 





The courageous way is to let 
the kids get in on the act. Do-it- 
yourself — a la togetherness with 
the kids requires only a little 
planning, according to a child 
and family studies expert from 
the University of South Carolina. 


Linda Reynolds, an instructor 
at the university's School of Ap- 
plied and Professional Sciences, 
says for the very small boys and 
girls, 2 to 3 years old, a play-tool 
kit with a plastic hammer, 
wrench and screwdriver is just 
fine, When Dad or Mom fix- 
ing anything, the toddlers can go 
the “pretend’’ route, helping to 















repair gate, bike, door in the fix- 
up area 
If the do-it-yourself job  in- 


volves painting, fill a pail with 
water, Reynolds suggested, Give 
the kids a brush. Let them ‘‘pre- 
tend’ paint by dipping brush in 
water and then, going through 
the motions of — well, painting. 


If the painting is indoors, skip 
the water in the pail. A kid’s im- 
agination will work just fine 
when kid dips the brush into im- 
aginary paint in the pail and 














paints” a kitchen cabinet, door, 
floor or Whatever 

Reynolds is a great believer in 
giving older preschool kids with 
good coordination a lightweight 
ballpeen hammer (it has a ham- 
merhead with rounded ends for 
afety) and roofinng nails, along 
with a hunk of softwood. The roof- 
ing nails have broad flat heads 
and are easy to see — anda cinch 


to hit 
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For older kids, 5 and 6 and up a 
bit, some construction work can 
be attempted, using wood, nails 
and hammer. Reynolds said nail- 
ing two pieces of wood together 
might turn into a boat. The pieces 
of wood can be glued together to 
make other things — the real 
identity perhaps known only to 
the creator and never mind if the 
resultant thing just looks like a 
lopsided pile of wood. 

Reynolds said woodworking for 
small children is a very valuable 
experience and both boys and 
girls should give it a try, under 
supervision. 





Values, she said, include the 
following cited in a ‘‘Headstart 
Training Manual’ from the 
University of Alabama: 

—Manual pleasure. Child simp- 
ly enjoys hapmmering, sawing, 
boring holes, Not just for 
pleasure but also for the noise. 


As child 
fiddles around with woodworking 
materials and tools, he gains 
more skill with his hands. 


—Sense of accomplishment. 
The finished product may be lop- 
sided or rough, with many offs 
and ends nailed in a piece of 
wood.

ly best at hiding existing paints. 
With the best of the blue paints 
tested, two coats were usually 
enough to hide most any color, 

Of the brands tested, the Tru- 
Test Supreme B-Z Kare paints 
were consistently among the best 
in hiding ability, regardless of 
the color. They also stood up well 
to abrasive cleaning. The Pitt- 
sburgh Paints Manor Hall line 
also performed well, overall. 

But knowing the hiding ability 
of a particular paint may not be 
enough to determine how many 
coats you'll need. Each paint-can 
label states its spreading rate, or 
the amount of square footage you 
can expect to cover. But the paint 
testers found that the informa- 
tion on the label usually has little 
relationship to the amount 


achieved by most painters with a 
roller. 

Most paints seem to go a lot 
farther than the manufacturers 
say they will. This doesn’t mean, 
however, that you'll paint more 
wall for the money. Instead, the 
roller applies a thinner coat, re- 
quiring you to add more coats for 
adequate coverage. Attempting 
to apply a thicker coat usually 
tends to smear the paint on the 
wall and can lead to uneven ap- 
pearance and excessive dripp- 
ings.

Wage payment ordered for carpenters 

WEST NEWTON — A woman charged with non-payment of close to 
$2,000 in wag -eived one year’s probation after being found guilty 
to three of four counts against her 

Jeanne Kirchdorfer, J.G. Construction, Brookline, was ordered to 
pay restitution to three carpenters who she allegedly owed $1,384, ac- 
cording to court records. A fourth non-payment charge by a 
carpenter who claimed he was owed $470 was dismissed, according to 
court records 

Kirchdorfer, who pleaded not guilty to all four charges Jan. 23, has 
appealed the guilty findings and dispositions to a district court jury

As many as 57 trains a 
day used to pull into Fabyan sta- 
tion one mile away. Some of the 
wealthy would park their private 
railroa¢ s there on a siding until 
summer's end. 

In that Gilded Era, the Mount 
Washington Hotel was one of a 
dozen truly grand resort hotels in 
New England, and one of the most 
spectacular of more than 100 hotels 
in New Hampshire.

NONANTUM The heart of 
Nonantum was never so quiet as 
at 3:15 Sunday afternoon when a 
large crowd gathered in front of 
the Andrew J. Magni Funeral 
Home to pay its respects to a 
fallen son. 


The only sounds coming from 
usually busy Watertown Street 
were the somber strains of the

As the statue was turned 
toward her family’s establish- 
ment, Jennie Magni DeVito, who 
wanted to show her appreciation 
for ‘all the great favors the 
Blessed Mother has given my 
life,” showered the Madonna 
with beautifully fragrant flowers. 


“It's tradition. My grand- 
mother, my mother, myself. You 
have to keep it up,”’ s id. 

The love and devotion shown 
the Madonna is one of the mary 
traditions that Italian im- 
migrants brought to Nonantum. 


“There's a tradition of family 
unity passed from grandfather to 
son to son to grandfather,” says 
Anthony Gentile, president of the 
St. Mary of Carmen Society. 











“When we let go of tradition, 
we let go of all our heritage and 
all the values our forefathers 
brought with them. We just have 
to carry on," he says

Carmen Society hosts 
60,000 in Nonantum

NEWTON — After the sun had 
set and everything cooled off, the 
people seemed to come from 
everywhere, streaming through 
the streets of Nonantum toward 
Hawthorn Playground, 

By 9 o’clock Sunday night, the 
annual Italian festival sponsored 
by the St. Mary of Carmen Socie- 
ty was packed to the hilt and the 
people just kept coming. 

“This is unreal,’ Society Presi- 
dent Anthony Gentile said as he 
surveyed the huge crowd that 
had gathered for one last night of 
rides, games, music, food and 
socializing until next year’s par- 
ty. 

From the first minute to the 
last, the celebration that ac- 
companied the society’s long- 
awaited 50th anniversary proved 
an incredible success, as witness- 
ed by the over 60,000 who attend- 
ed the five-day event. 

“People plan their vacations 
around this festival,’’ Ward 1 
Alderman Ron Marini said 
yesterday afternoon as he walked 
along in the midst of a procession 
bearing the statue of the society's 
religious matriarch — St. Mary 
of Carmel 

“Everybody's really gone all 
out for it,’ Ward 2 Alderman 
Elaine Gentile added as she stood 
along Adams Street sporting a 
blue “‘Ray’s Deli” t-shirt. 

“Hey Tony, you did a fantastic 
job the other night. The whole 
weekend's been great,’’ Chapel 
Street resident Bill Matthews 
called out as Tony Gentile walked 
with the procession 

The ‘‘other night’’ was Wednes- 
day, July 17, the first night of the 
festival. The ‘great job’ was 
Gentile's thundering 30-minute 
fireworks display at Albemarle 
Field. 

Police estimate that close to 
10,000 people witnessed the city’s 
first large-scale pyrotechnic 
display in nine years. 

The festival earned state-wide 












exposure the next night, when 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis sampl- 
ed the tradition and presented 
Dominic Messina, the group’s 
last surviving founder, with a 
proclamation declaring Sunday, 
July 21, ‘St. Mary of Carmen 


Society Day" throughout the 
Commonwealth. 
“Everything’s going spec- 


tacular, I’m looking forward to 
another 50,’’ Gentile said as 
thousands lined the village’s 
streets under a hot afternoon sun 
to witness the Madonna being 
carried on the annual trek from 
Our Lady Help of Christians 
Church to Hawthorn. 

Even though the procession 
travelled a winding path only a 
few blocks from the park, the en- 
tire trip took three hours as 
residents continually stopped the 
parade to pin donations onto rib- 
bons flowing from the saint. 

“This festival has special 
meaning. To be honest, most of 
us feel that after this is gone, 
summer's on its way out,’’ State 
Rep. and society member Joe 
DeNucci said, wiping the sweat 
off his brow in the middle of 
Adams Street. 

Seven hours later, DeNucci 
was back on a much cooler 
Adams Street, helping to lead 
hundreds of people in the tradi- 
tional candlelight procession 
marking the statue’s return trip 
to the church. 

Neon red road flares glowed 
brightly from telephone poles 
along the route’s entire length, 
which was illuminated by the 
bursts of colorful Roman 
candles, deafening firecrackers 
and whistling rockets. 

“This is great, especially 
because we had the fireworks on 
the first night. They should do 
that every year. It was really 
well done,” according to Laurie 
Asaley, 23, a hairdresser from 
West Newton. 

Holding a small candle, Asaley 
walked along in front of the 
statue with 20-year-old Sharon 
Fennessey, a Framingham resi-

dent who attended the festival for 
the first time. 

“It’s a lot of fun. I think it’s 
good that everyone gets together 
to socialize and, at the same 
time, to honor the Madonna,” 
Fennessey said over the strains 
of the Italian Colonial Band from 
Lawrence. 

According to Gentile, the socie- 
ty usually makes about $15,000 
from the annual event, but 
spends most of the money on ex- 
penses and a large donation to 
the church. 

“We usually come out with just 
enough to start it up again the 
next year,’’ said Gentile, whose 
phenomenal luck with the 
weather — he hasn’t had a 
fireworks display rained out in 
the last 15 years — continued for

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Library project hinges on school's fate

NEWTON — Members of the aldermanic 
Real Property Reuse Committee have 
acknowledged that any decision on the fate 
of the former Warren Junior High Schoo! 
amounts to an implicit decision on the con 
struction of anew main library 


“The ball is in this court, that's all I've got 
to say,” Alderman Paul E. Coletti said as 
last week's deliberation on the future of the 
long-vacant West Newton building conelud- 
ed 

lhe committee expects to render a recom 
mendation on the Warren this Thursday 
night. Even if resolution of the issue requires 
another meeting, it is likely the fate of the 
Warren will be in the Board of Aldermen's 
hands in time for its next scheduled session 
on Aug. 12 


Aldermen agreed they should study the 
Main Library Facility Committee's newly 
released report on the city’s library dilem 
ma before coming to any definitive conclu 
sions on What's next for Warren 

The Library Committee has ruled out the 
building for conversion into a main library, 
arguing “the best alternative would be an 
entirely new library building.’ 

We do not believe it’s a good dollar value 
to do it,’’ committee member Robert Swett 


Although the volunteer task force sees the 
sale of Warren for rental office space as the 
lynch pin in any scheme to pay for a new 
library, there did not appear to be strong 
sentiment for such a use among members of 
Real Property 

Aldermen Carol Ann Shea, Rodney Barker 
and Richard J. McGrath, who is not a com 
mittee member, argued a commercial use 
for Warren would be completely incompati- 
ble with the homes surrounding the former 
school and would force the loss of highly 
used recreation space. 


The remaining members appeared split 
between converting a portion of Warren into 
a library or selling off the building to finance 
a brand new facility 





Real Property heard presentations by A 
Anthony Tappe, the architect who studied 
the feasibility of Warren as a main library 
and Emmet T. Logue, who appraised the 
value of the site for a variety of uses 

While Tappe outlined two workable options 
for library conversion, he reiterated his 
previous stand that the best solution to the ci 
ty's library needs would be a completely new 
structure. 

The most flexible design for fitting a 
library into Warren would require 
rehabilitating the newer classroom wing 
strengthening some of the existing floors and 


adding a new entrance, according to Tappe, 
who placed the gross construction cost of

After serv- 
ing in Europe in WWI, while he was working 
in the circulation department at the old 
Herald American, he got his feet wet in a 
race for state representative against Vincent 
Lamazdi and lost 

Shortly thereafter, he moved with his 
family to Dorchester, 14th district, where he 
ran again and won. Once on Beacon Hill, 
Honey struck an unlikely alliance with 
Henry Cabot Lodge. Together, the short, 
tough (‘‘He was an outstanding boxer.*‘) son 
of Jewish immigrants and the tall, austere 
son of Yankee bluebloods forged a friendship 
that helped a number of bills through the 
legislature

as a legislator was cut 
short in the 1930's by what his son calls ‘‘the 
Roosevelt surge when FDR's ch ma 
helped candidates into office all over the 
country. “He was the last Republican 
elected in Ward 14,”’ according to the mayor 

During his Dorchester days, young Ted 
Mann worked after school for his uncle, who 
had a linoleum business. Stressing the conti- 
nuing importance of the work ethic, he now 
with pride that his own five kids ‘‘have 
ys worked.””

mathematical calculations at his desk, on his 
fingertips, in a matter of moments, learned

His neighborhood was ‘predominantly 
Jewish,” but his high school was a 
thoroughly mixed bag. He now says his early 
exposure to the oppression under which 
many kids in his part of the city lived, con- 
tributed, early on, to an awareness of social 
responsibility that still dictates his approach 
to ethnic problems 


Speaking of his considerable efforts to 
unify diverse elements of the population, the 
mayor said, ‘‘My family was brought up that 
way. My father and mother were charitable 
people who cared about others and I guess 
that spilled over to us." 


While still in high school in the late 1930's, 
young Ted Mann helped to organize efforts to 
achieve a solution to some of the rapidly 
worsening problems of the Jewish people

The mayor, as also active in 
athletic and social clubs, especially the

His athletic interests also led him to spend 
several summers at Camp Brunonia, in 
Maine, a camp started by several former 
Brown University football stars. Looking 
back on that time, the mayor now credits 
David Michel, one of ‘‘The Brown Ironmen” 
who helped run Camp Brunonia, with having 
“a tremendous influence on my life.” 


The mayor puts Michel right up there with 
his own father for keying him in to the suc- 
cess story that awaited him. ‘tHe was the 
kind of man who could imbue kids with the 
spirit of — not only winning but Playing 
the game as ‘good sports,’” he said. 











personal idol, he certainly had a strong im 
pact on my life.”’ 

Years later, the mayor sent his own son 
Rick to the same camp. 

Another hero who loomed large in young 
Ted Mann’s mythology was his uncle Harold 
soldier who served with honor in 
aragua in the 1920’s and later with the 
Old China Regiment 

Epstein eventually returned to Boston to 
become head of the city’s veterans’ council 
One year, the distinguished vet was named 
Grand Marshall for the city’s St. Patrick's 
Day parade. The mayor s one of his 
fondest memories of his mother, who is still 
alive today, is of her riding at the head of the 
St. Patrick’s day parade in an open car with 
her brother Harold 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt also served as 
a powerful role model for young Ted Mann, 
as he did for much of America’s youth at the 
time. Asked what attracted him to the 
charismatic president, the mayor said, ‘‘His 
appearance. His voice. What he had to say 
His concern for people. His willingness to 
make hard calls in difficult times. I admired 
that. We all can’t make the right decisions 
all the time, but it appeared to me, at that 
time, his voice was the voice of reason and 
his voice was thrilling to the people of my 
generation.” 

There was an element of the required cur 
riculum at Roxbury Memorial High School 
that, though he did not know it at the time, 
would give young Ted Mann a running start 
on the next chapter of his life. There was 
compulsory military drill at the all-boys 
school. Ted was a Drill Captain through his 
last two years there. 

The news from Europe hinted at an un- 
precedented disregard for human life. Then, 
on December 7, 1941 “a day that will live 
in infamy,’’ according to one of young Ted 
Mann's heroes — the Japanese attacked the 
U.S. military installation at Pearl Harbor 
Honey and Lillian Mannevitch’s eldest son 
signed up a couple of days later. He was call- 
ed by his country in May of 1942. 

















































Without the advent of World War II, the 
mayor admits he might well have signed on 
with his uncle in the linoleum business. In-

NEWTON The Newton Interfaith Task Force is planning a 
Celebration of Peace" on to commemorate the 40th anniversary 
of the bombing of Hiroshima and Nagasaki 

The first part of the commemoration will take place on the 
Newton Centre Common from noon until 3 p.m. on Aug, 4, and will 
feature music, singing, poster-makir nd origami, the Japanese 
art of folding paper into flowers, birds and other shapes 

T'wo days later, a peace vigil will be held on the same location 
from 8 a.m. until noon. The Aug. 6 vigil will correspond with a 
number of ents being held throughout the state, in- 
rally planned for the Boston Common 
6, 1945, the first atom bomb was dropped by the 
United States on the Japanese city of Hiroshima, killing 75,000 peo- 
ple. Three days later the second atom bomb was dropped on 
Nagasaki, killing 39,000 people. 

Brown said the vigil will end at noon as churches throughout the 
Greater Boston area toll their bells in solemn tribute to the many 
who died. She said everybody is invited to take a lunch to Newton 
Centre Common on either day and “help us vigil for peace.”’ 

“All of the peace groups in the Boston area have decided to real- 
ly focus on this day. We're really just tapping into it,’ said Brown. 

She said the Sunday program will be more of a ‘celebration of 
peace... We don’t want people to bring their kids out and expect to 
be harangued about nuclear war.” But she said the Aug. 6 vigil will 
be more of a ‘‘solemn remembrance.” She said there is bill cur- 
rently in Cc ss that would designate Aug. 6 as a ‘‘National Day 
of Peace.’

Lt. governor 
job a big zero 


The position of lieutenant governor 
ought to be abolished. Lacking that, the 
Commonwealth should revert to the joint 
ticket election of a governor and the No. 2 
constitutional officer. 


Otherwise, there 
can be little 
justification for an 
expensive, no- 
purpose govern- 
mental ganglia. If 
you want proof, ask 
the next chap you 
meet on a downtown 
street who currently 
holds the position 
and, most likely, the 
response will be a 
blank. 

Massachusetts hasn’t had a lieutenant 
governor since John F. Kerry, elected in 
1982, vacated the office. Kerry grabbed the 
opportunity to run for the U.S. Senate after 
Paul Tsongas bowed out and made it. State 
law doesn’t provide for replacement in the 
event of withdrawal. 

A reminder that the job exists came the 
other day in a story which points to 
Economic Affairs Secretary Evelyn Mur- 
phy and former Cong. James M. Shannon 
as prospective candidates. Although 
undeclared, they are out on the hustings 
enlarging statewide visibility. 

We can’t get excited about the contest, 
even though both are much esteemed 
public with good track records. 

Once Beacon Hill heavy thinkers 
separated No. 1 and 2 spots on the ballot, 
value of the secondary place diminished. A 
governor who wound up with a lieutenant 
governor not on his team would not 
delegate much of importance. The incum- 
bent becomes a seat warmer or 
ceremonial errand boy. Some endeavor to 
carve out effective areas of concern on 
their own, as Thomas P. O’Neill III did. 

In some respects, the energetic wife of 
the governor, Kitty Dukakis, has been kind 
of an interim lieutenant governor. Much 
that she has been doing would have taken 
place as her province even if the position 
were still occupied, however. 

Several hundreds of dollars are spent to 
maintain the office, even without the 
elected man on the scene. That’s a waste to 
be avoided.

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Legacies of the bottle bill

An open letter to Lois Pines and other 
“bottle bill” advocates: 

Dear Mrs. Pines, 

You are a Newton resident, and, from 
what I can tell, you are a lovely, charm- 
ing woman, an effective advocate and an 
able legislator. But, honestly, I don’t 
think too kindly of you on the occasional 
Saturday when I finally get around to 
returning my empty cans, exchanging 
them for my own money. 

You probably don’t drink much beer, so 
you don't know how those cans tend to 
pile up, especially in the midst of a hot 
summer.

The brew- 
ing company doesn’t want them. Ap- 
parently, crushed cans don’t fit into the 
gigantic machine they use to crush all the 
cans into little aluminum pills before they 
melt them into liquid form again. 

You lament the loss of a few crushed 
cans. After all, each one is worth a nickel. 
You already feel badly about how much 
money you spend on beer, especially in 
the summertime. The income from 
refunds makes you feel a bit better about 
your indulgence. 

Then, as you are looking at the crushed 
cans laying on a bed of coffee grounds 
and lettuce leaves, it dawns on you that 
you could throw them all out and save 
yourself a lot of anxiety. 

The devil on your left shoulder tells 
you, ‘‘Forget the money. Go for it! Dump 
them off the Church Street bridge onto 
the middle of the Mass Pike at 3 o’clock in 
the morning. That will tell the boneheads 
on Beacon Hill what ‘the people’ think of 
their shenanigans. Pinkos invading the 
privacy of your own home ... telling you 
what to do with your own refuse...!”’ 

On your right shoulder, the callow 
youth with longish hair who remembers 
the very first ‘‘Earth Day” celebrations 
reminds you of your previous commit- 
ment to conservation as the only way to 
save the planet Earth from suffocating on 
its own emesis. 

As always, the youth wins and the devil 
disappears in a ‘‘poof”’ ... only to reap- 
pear at the store when you finally get 
around to extraditing the aluminum 
amoeba that has laid claim to your entire 
porch and part of your kitchen.

The developers and planning 
team for the College Park Life 
Care Center at Mt. Ida College 
appreciate the opportunity to 
present a different view of the 
proposed project. It was un- 
fortunate that College Park 


was scheduled fifth on the 
June 10th evening hearing 
docket. 


Regrettably, most of our 
supporters for the proposal 
are Newton Senior Citizens, 
between 60 and 80 years of age, 
who were physically unable to 
sit through a three hour ses- 
sion. Many were forced to 
leave quite early. 

It is a documented fact that 
17-20% of the Newton popula- 
tion is 65 years of age and 
over. Most of these Newton 
residents have roots, family 
and friends here. Many of 
these folks are living in homes 
that they cannot maintain any 
longer either because of health 
and physical limitations, 
financial circumstances or 
because they would simply 
prefer some other arrange- 
ment which will afford them a 
similar high quality of life and 
independent living 

Many have reached the ‘‘age 
of apprehension.”” That im- 
plies the point at which they 
wonder what they will do if 
they need nursing care or just 
can’t cope with the things as 
they are. If they are still mar- 
ried, what happens if the 
spouse dies? A whole range of 
‘“‘what if’’ possibilities 
presents itself. College Park 
Life Care Center offers the 
answers to many such ques- 
tions and concerns. 

Some of those Newton 
residents are still living in 
their homes and others may be 
living in apartment units with 
substantial market rate ren- 
tals and facing some of those 
same difficult questions. They 
are primarily seniors between 
70 and 80 years of age and 
wondering what will happen to 
them if they should need that 
nursing care or just assistance 
with their everyday living to 
survive? 

Some of these folks will be 
confined to nursing or 
convalescent-type homes long 
before such care is really 
needed simply because of the 
lack of the types of services 
and residential facilities which 
could serve their needs. Some 
will be forced to move to 
strange new areas where they 
will be lonely and desolate. 

College Park will help serve 
those needs by providing that 
continuum of care; by pro- 
viding a full range of support 
services to promote in- 
dependence and serve in- 
dependent living for as long as 
possible; by providing skilled 
and intermediate nursing care 
when necessary, all within the 
College Park Center. 

College Park is the creation 
of a total Living Community 
for Senior Adults. In addition 
to lifetime residential apart- 
ment living and the full range 
of medical and nursing 
facilities, it offers dining, 
housekeeping, laundry and 
linen services, recreation, 
social services, educational 
and cultural opportunities. 
One of the major innovative 
goals of College Park is the

development of intergenera- 
tional relationships which 
allow Senior Citizens the op- 


portunities to have contact 
with younger people and 
children if they wish. They 


have choices available. 

The College Park proposal 
includes allocating 25 units to 
lower and moderate income 
Newton residents. These 25 
units, on site, would mark the 
largest single acquisition of 
subsidized housing units in any 
Newton non-City development. 

I'he College Park proposal 
includes space for a number of 
components intended to serve 
the entire Newton Senior 
population. An ongoing Senior 
Drop-In Center operated by 
the Council on Aging; a Senior 
Life Maintenance Clinic by the 
Newton Health Dept.; recrea- 
tion and crafts; woodworking 
program; music and theater 
programs for residents and 
nonresident Seniors; adult 
education and social programs 
for all Seniors; working to im- 
prove transportation services 
for Newton seniors. 

The College Park developers 
and planning team have been 
cooperative and clear for 
many months in their efforts 
and willingness to meet with 
all interested neighborhood 
groups. We continue to ad- 
dress all valid concerns of the 
community. We have discuss- 
ed traffic, sewerage, density, 
position of buildings and other 
ligitimate issues. College Park 
has agreed to make substan- 
tial payments to the city in lieu 
of taxes which are near the 
equivalent of property taxes. 
We have been agreeable to in- 
stallation of a traffic light at 
an appropriate location. We 
have and continue to be flexi- 
ble on various issues. 

The College Park Advisory 
Board which was established 
at the outset of the planning 
and development process is 
made up of 23 highly regarded, 
mostly Newton-based, profes- 
sional people and long time 
residents. They have been 
meeting regularly for months 
to discuss the College Park 
Project and its programs. 
Most of these Advisory Board 
members will serve on the Col- 
lege Park Board of Trustees of 
the nonprofit coorporation 
which will manage the Center 
upon its completion. 

If we as Senior Citizens 
could expect our children, 
friends or relatives to take 
care of us in any situation that 
may arise, there would be no 
need for a College Park or the 
two other life care facilities 





presently operating in the 
Metropolitan Boston area 
(which incidentally are 


already oversubscribed and 
have long waiting lists. 

The following relevant item 
appeared in an article entitled, 
“Who's Taking Care of our 
Parents?" (Newsweek, May 6, 
1985): “There is an image that 
haunts every mother’s son and 
daughter: the parents who 
once nurtured us, who gave us 
shelter and comfort, are grow- 
ing old. Now they need the sort 
of watchful tenderness that is 
the birthright of every child. 
But who will keep the watch ...

Surtax-cut fever strikes at Statehouse

Gov. Michael Dukakis was 
preparing for his annual summer 
tour of the hinterlands where he 
would boost his programs in a 
sort of pre-election campaign 
rehearsal for 1986 when state 
surtax-cut fever struck unan- 
nounced this month at the 
Statehouse.

The couple has already asked

Shirley Jaffe sees both good 
and bad news in Sherman’s rul- 
ing.

“The city certainly needs to be

“It’s something that has to be 
taken through the courts because 
it’s a very important issue,”’ add- 
ed Jaffe, who said the tenants in 
her houses are ‘‘taking steps to 


decide what to do to protect 
themselves.”’ 
According to Baseman, the 


order to not renew the Winthrop 
Street lease is Sherman's at- 
tempt to make the Jaffes stop an 
“illegal use.”’ 

In his decision, Sherman said 
that in order for the tenants to 
qualify as one family, ‘‘there 
must be some type of relationship 
among the occupants of a dwell- 
ing to constitute one ‘household’ 

. I find evidence of a complete 
lack of communal living (at 58 
Winthrop St. ).”” 

Baseman said the single 
tenants constitute an illegal use 
because they do not have ‘any 
community of interest." 

Although he admitted that “‘it’s 
a little difficult to define all this,” 
Baseman said communal in- 
terest must involve ‘‘a joint 
lifestyle, not just shared rent. 
There has to be some connection 
between the individuals.”

School, has received a $500 grant from the John F. Kennedy 
Library Foundation to sponsor a fall conference for students on the 
personal dimensions of political leadership.

Coletti said the second point of 
the appeal would be based on 
Harrington's interpretation of 
the zoning ordinances. Harr- 
ington has said that manufactur- 
ing zones which allow manufac- 
turing buildings of up to six 
stories should not allow office 
buildings of the same height. 

The highest office building 
allowed in a business zone, where 
such buildings were intended to 
be built, is four stories. Coletti 
said he hoped that a court would 
rule that office buildings in 
manufacturing zones should be 
held to the same standard 

Hovever, Coletti acknowledged 
that “with the progress (Iodice) 
has made with the building so 
far, this is going to be tough to 
stop.” Steel beams for the second 
floor of the building were already 
in place Monday. 

The building has been the ob- 
ject of outrage from residents liv- 
ing near Our Lady Help of Chris- 
tians Church over the last several 
months.

Rapist hid record 
from BC officials

Boston College had no way of knowing about the 


criminal record of a former employee convicted of raping two women 
because of a 1973 Massachusetts law protecting the rights of con- 
victed criminals, according to Leo Sullivan, Director of Human Ser- 


vices for BC 

The former employee, Richard 
S. Abany of Hyde Park con- 
victed in 1980 of raping and kid- 
napping a Milton women — was 
sentenced in Norfolk County 
Court by Judge Roger J 
Donahue to 15 to 30 years at 
Cedar Junction last week for rap- 
ing two Wellesley women in 1984 
— while Abany was employed as 
a janitor at BC. 

According to Sullivan, the 
Criminal Offender Record In- 
formation Act (CORI) prohibited 
BC personnel officials from con- 
ducting a backround check on 
Abany — who lied on his 
September, 1984 employment ap- 
plication by answering no to the 
question of whether or not he had 
been convicted of any offense in 
the past ten years other than traf- 
fic violations. 

“Our reaction is obvious,”’ 
Sullivan lamented. ‘You always 
have to be as careful as possible 
— particularly in an environment 
like this where there are a lot of 
young women. You hope to catch 
something like this in the screen- 
ing process, but the references 
we had told us positive things 
about Abany.”’ 

Sullivan said the employment 
application, which was reviewed 
by attorneys, requests as much 
information from potential 
employees as legally possible. 

Abany originally worked for 
BC from January 1 to April 17, 
1979, after which he left to open 
an auto body shop in Quincy. 
Sullivan explained Abany return- 
ed to BC as a carpet installer with 
Great Installations Carpet in 
mid-1984 and was hired as a full- 
time janitor in September. 

Abany’s felony record goes 
back to May, 1980, when he was 
charged with raping and kidnap- 
ping a Milton woman. According 
to Judge Thomas Morse — who 
sentenced Abany to 10 years at 
Concord for the rape and a 
suspended three-to-five-year 





Escaping ‘the troubles’ for the 
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Conor, who's spending six 
weeks this summer with the 
Rossetti family on Olde Field 
Road as a result of the program, 
is pessimistic about a solution to 
the problems in Northern 
Treland. 

“They'll never leave,’’ Conor 
said when asked if he thought the 
British would ever pull out of the 
occupied counties of Northern 
Treland and Ulster. ‘There's a lot 
of fighting because the British 
are taking over Belfast. They 
want to rule the whole country.”” 

It’s no wonder many of these 
children feel that way, Mazerolle 
said. 

“Where they come from is a 
bombed out area that is constant- 


ly under patrol by British 
soliders,"’ she said. 
Conor knows of the British 


patrols and has witnessed first 
hand the violence and 
misunderstanding which is now 
the hallmark of this centuries-old 
religious and political conflict. 

“T was with a mate of mine 
once, and these kids came around 
the corner and they threw a rock 
and hit me in the eye for 
nothing,"’ Conor said. 

In another incident of violence, 
a cousin of Conor's was almost 
hit by a rubber bullet being used 
by British soliders in Ireland to 
control crowds. 

Although he was young at the 
time, Conor claims to have seen 
the violence on the streets of 
Belfast when political prisoner 
Bobby Sands died in the Maze 
Prison after a hunger strike 

“There was fighting and police 
were getting hit with bottles and 
stones when he died,”’ Conor said. 





sentence at Walpole for the kid- 
napping — Abany was ‘‘a young 
man recently out of the Marines 
with no prior criminal record.” 

Morse explained while he 
sentenced Abany to Concord, the 
corrections department decided 
to send him to a half-way house in 
Boston's South End. While there, 
Morse said Abany commuted 
back and forth between his Quin- 
cy auto body shop and the half- 
way house. 

Morse said the last time he saw 
Abany was June 30, 1981, during 
an appeal to revise and revoke 
the sentence. Morse said he 
denied the motion, but ‘‘was sur- 
prised to see the young man 
dressed up in a blue suit."’ Morse 
said he had no idea until the hear- 
ing that Abany was sentenced to 
the half-way house. 

While serving time in the half- 
way house, Abany became eligi- 
ble for and received parole 
although the exact date was not 
available from the State Parole 
Board because of the CORI act, 
according to Parole Board 
spokesman Joyce Hooley 


Donahue said Abany violated 
that parole when he raped the 
two Wellesley women. He added 
there is a possibility Abany could 
serve a life term for those rapes, 
if he is found to be sexually 
dangerous by prison 
psychiatrists. 

“Lf Abany is found to be sexual- 
ly dangerous, he would be sent to 
Bridgewater for a one-day-to-life 
sentence. At Bridgewater, 
psychiatrists would decide if he is 
still sexually dangerous. If found 
not dangerous, Abany would be 
sent back to Cedar Junction to 
serve out his term. If found still 
dangerous, he would remain in 
Bridgewater until found not 
dangerous.” 

Because of the nature of his 
conviction, Abany won't be eligi- 
ble for parole until 1995. 


Like other native Irishmen, 
Conor believes Northern 
Ireland’s problems require an 
Irish solution, not a British one. 
He blames the British, especially 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher, for his country’s social, 
political, religious and economic 
unrest. 

“We heard Thatcher on the 
radio one day, and Conor gave us 
and earful,’’ Conor’s American 
mother, Mary Rossetti, said. 

“T don’t like her," Conor said of 
Britain's “Iron Maiden.” “We 
use to get free meals and dinner 
at school during lunch time and 
now we don’t. She just wants her 
money.” 

Adding insult to injury, Conor 
said Thatcher is trying to close 
the parochial school he attends 
by turning it into a museum for 
the British. 

While Conor might dislikes Bri- 
tian's Mrs, ‘‘T,” he loves 
American televison, especially 
the ‘‘A-Team” with “Mr, T.”’ He 
was amazed by the variety of 
American viewing fare because 
in Ireland he “‘only gets eight sta- 
tions,’ and most of them are 
either American or British. 

Before coming to this country, 
Conor saw Sylvester Stallone in 
rst Blood,” the precursor to 
“Rambo: First Blood, Part II” 
and thought the portrait of a craz- 
ed Vietnam veteran was typical 
of America and Americans 

The Rossettis have given Conor 
a different look at life in the 
United States. He has visted 
Riverside Amusement Park, 
Nantucket, seen the Boston Pops 
play on the Esplande, met Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann of Newton and 
eaten pizza at the world-famous 
European in Boston’s North End 
Last weekend, Conor was at the

Grant given to train retarded 


NEWTON — Newton Public Schools is receiving $50,261 to train 15 
persons for food service, maintenance and housekeeping positions at 
the Marriott Hotel in Newton. 

The funds represent a portion of supported work grants totaling 
$1.5 million from the Supported Work Division of the Bay State Skills 
Corporation. The corporation awarded the money in FY '86 to 28 con- 
tractors to conduct training for mentally retarded individuals. The 
BSSC monies will fund a range of training programs across the state 
which reflect some growing industry need 

The Supported Work model consists of a training methodology 
which gradually transitions a trainee into permanent unsubsidized 
private sector positions. 

By monitoring individual job readiness gained through a work ex- 
perience which provides step-by-step skills training, placement into a 
full-time job at the program’s worksite or at a related setting is 
almost a guarantee 

Massachusetts is the only state in the nation which funds a sup- 
ported work program for the mentally retarded, Supported work 
combines restructured worksite tasks, skill mastery techniques, peer 
support groups and intensive on-site supervision, and as a model, has 
received national interest for its success.

State inspectors have confirmed that supervisors in 


the Public Works Department were warned about a malfunctioning 
steamroller before it was involved in a July 19 crash that put a city 


employee in the hospital 


“Tt appears that there had been 
complaints about the engine of 
the vehicle stalling at different 
times Registry of Motor 
Vehicles Inspector Joseph 
Hourihan said Monday 

The machine could not be stop- 
ped when it stalled on a Park 
Street downslope because its 
“hydro-dynamic” brake system 
does not work without engine 
power, he added. 

But aside from their investiga- 
tion into the mishap, the registry 
will not become further involved 
in the case because the 
steamroller did not have to be 
registered for over-the-road 
travel, according to Hourihan. 

“As far as I'm concerned, it is 
not a motor vehicle and, 
therefore, not within the jurisdic- 
tion of this department,”’ he said 

The report filed by Registry In- 
spector Joseph Champagne ap- 
pears to support Local 800 Presi- 
dent Dan McLaren's claim that 
DPW officials had been 
forewarned about the machine's 
engine problems. 

It also could play a key role ina 
possible lawsuit against the city 
by James English, who was driv- 
ing the 20-year-old steamroller 
when it stalled, lost braking 
power and crashed into a utility 
pole 

English, who is facing an ex- 














tended stay and possible surgery 
at Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
said Monday that he has been ad- 
vised not to comment on the 
possibility of suit 

The Registry’s investigation 
also found that the steamroller’s 
parking brake w. worn, ac- 
cording to Hourihan. The brake’s 
component parts were removed : 
and analyzed last week by Cham- 
pagne 

“T’'m not in a position to tell you 
that this thing would have held, 
but there was obviously wear in 
it,’ said Hourihan, who added 
that the parking brake is not 
designed to stop a moving vehi- 
cle 

The steamroller’s main brak- 
ing system simply serves to 
switch the machine's direction of 
travel from forward to 
backward, but “it depends on 
engine power. When the engine 
stalls, there is no way to reverse 
direction or stop,’’ according to 
Hourihan 

He said the registry will have 
nothing more to do with the case 
because the steamroller ‘“‘is not 
subject to the statutory definition 
of a motor vehicle.”’ 

The machine does not need to 
be registered with the state 
because it cannot travel at 
speeds greater than 10 to 12 miles 
per hour,

oft, swirled cones slurped on the 

way to the beach. Creamy cups- 

full devoured under shade 

trees. Hand-cranked treats 
dished out at family picnics. Sticks and sun- 
daes, floats and frappes, cakes and rolls. On 
sultry afternoons and snowy evenings. For 
kids and adults, rich and poor, from Liberia 
to Bangladesh. For almost everyone almost 
everywhere, ice cream is number one. 


There are special variations for the diet- 
conscious and for those with allergies to milk 
and sugar. There are different textures and 
tones, and, of course, there are flavors galore 
There is something universal — something 
almost magical — about this frozen concoction 
of cream, milk, sugar and flavorings. 


Americans each year consume close to 1.2 
billion gallons of ice cream and ice milk, and 
another 100 million gallons of related frozen 
products — including sherbet, water ices and 
mellorine, a non-dairy dessert similar to ice 
milk, Ice cream in the U.S. is a multi-billion- 
dollar industry employing close to 20,000 peo- 
ple, and almost 90 percent of all households na- 
tionwide buy ice cream, 





This American favorite has become such an 
institution, in fact, that Congress last year went 
so far as to declare July National Ice Cream 
Month and July 15 National Ice Cream Day 
Until 1983, July was the highest-producing 
month for ice cream and related products. Two 
years ago, it was displaced by June, according 
to the International Association of Ice Cream 
Manufacturers 


In the U.S., New England is the biggest con- 
sumer of ice cream, gobbling up 22 quarts per 
person in 1984, versus 14 quarts per capita na 
tionwide. The Northwest Central region leads 
in consumption of all ice cream and related 
products, putting away up 32 quarts per person 
last year, compared with 22 quarts nationally 
California leads the country in ice cream pro- 
duction, putting out over 106 million gallons in 
1984, followed by Pennsylvania, at 80 million 
gallons, with Texas, Ohio, New York and 
Massachusetts vying for third at 45-47 million 
gallons

And what accounts for this near-obsession 
with a seemingly simple dessert?

so bonkers over ice cream. 

“Because it’s refreshing, because it’s cold. 
It's also creamy and not too sweet,"’ says Beth 
Wheeler, a long-time employee and sometime 
assistant manager at Maddie’s in Dedham 
Square. “It sort of slides down your throat and 
feels good if you don't feel well.”

had its roots in chilled wine and other iced 
beverages. In 62 A.D., the Roman emperor 
Nero reportedly sent fleets of slaves to the 
mountains of the Apennines to fetch precious 
snow and ice, which were flavored with nectar, 
honey and fruit pulp. Marco Polo later brought 
recipes for water ices from the Far East to 
Europe in the 13th Century. 

These frozen delicacies became more 
available to the general public in 1660, with the 
founding of Cafe Procope, Paris's first cafe, 
which produced water ices and, possibly, 
“cream ices."’

“rum raisin’ and ‘Grand Marnier,"’ sinking 
their sweet teeth into such flavors as ‘Heath 
Bar Crunch," ‘‘mocha almond chip” and ‘‘cof 
fee oreo,'' and soothing their healthful cons 
ciences with ‘grape nut” and ‘‘papaya.’ 





But despite such gastronomic leaps, good old 
vanilla, chocolate, strawberry and chocolate

Take an inspection tour of your new home

Most home buyers, especially 
first-timers, probably are a little 
apprehensive when purc ing a 
dwelling, whether it be a con- 
dominium or an older house 

They wonder, quite naturally, 
whether they are getting a ho 
in good condition. And a first- 
timer probably is at a loss to 
determine whether he’s getting 
his money’s worth 

A walk-through can tell a per- 
son a lot. This procedure is your 
last chance to see that everything 
in the home you're buying is up to 
standard before letting the 
builder or seller off the hook 
What you find wrong during the 
walk-through is supposed to be 
taken care of by the builder or 
seller before you move in 

One builder's rep ntative 
said most people breeze through 
a walk-through in 10 minutes. But 
a thorough walk-through could 























take hours depending on the size 
of the house. 

One reporter took an hour to 
check out an 800-square-foot one 
bedroom condo. He considered 
the time well spent, because he 
found 33 things for the builder to 


take care of before he took 
possession. 
Following are some of the 


things that he found wrong: 

Baseboards pulling away 
from walls. Broken or cracked 
door frames. Rough interior 
doors that had been improperly 
finished. Improperly cut or loose 
tiles and linoleum 

Paint splatters on windows 
and cabinets 
Mlectrical outlets and swit- 
ches that did not work. A broken 
heater. 

Nails that were not pounded 
in completely. Cracked or chip- 
ped walls. Loose carpeting edges. 

Other suggestions for a walk- 
through 
Open and close all doors, win-

dows, cabinets and drawers 

Check all bathroom and kit- 
chen fixtures for cracks or leaks 
Test bathroom and kitchen fans 
Turn on all appliances. 

On the exterior, check paint, 
windows, doors, weather stripp- 
ing, garage door and opener, 
driveways, sidewalks, patio and 
fences. 

But don't depend on the walk- 
through alone, especially for an 
older home. Many flaws may be 
hidden within the structure its 
So what do you do, as a prospec- 
tive buyer? 

Ask the owner of the property if 
he knows of any needed repairs 
and if he has had any troubles in 
the recent or distant past. 

As a seller, the owner is 
obligated to make full disclosure 
If he doesn’t and resorts to a 
cover-up, he is guilty of violating 
the law and becomes subject to a 
lawsuit by the buyer. 

Also ask the real estate broker, 
if one is involved, about the con- 








dition of a house. As an agent, it 
is part of his duty to find out 
about such deficiencies and make 
full disclosure 

What do you as a buyer ask? In- 
quire about the electrical system 
Had any troubles lately How is 
the heating system working? 
What about the plumbing? Work- 
ing OK? When is the last time you 
called a plumber and to fix what? 

All of this doesn’t mean that an 
owner cannot sell a_ hous 
because of certain deficienc 
He still may sell a property in an 
-is condition,’’ provided that 
the buyer is fully aware of all 
known needed maintenance, 
whether repairs are needed now 
or will be necessary due to basic 
flaws. A_ prospective novice 
buyer probably should take along 
a friend who is knowledgeable, 
preferably a building contractor 
or skilled craftsman in the con- 
struction trades, to inspect pro- 
perty before signing on the dotted 
line.

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ZRC will define the 
meaning of ‘family’

NEWTON — The ad hoc Zoning 
Review Committee (ZRC) set up 
two subcommittees at its 
meeting last week. The first will 
look into how to deal with the 
religious and non-profit educa- 
tional property uses in the city 
while the second will try to come 
up with acceptable definitions for 
several crucial terms regarding 
private residences and accessory 
apartments 

Last week's topic of discussion 
was the type of land uses that are 
permitted in residential zones. In 
trying to decide what uses would 
be appropriate for single- and 
two-family residence zones, the 
committee grappled with the pro- 
blem of defining a family in an 
age when unwed parents and 
other alternative lifestyles are 
common 

Several members thought the 
committee should stay away 
from trying to define a family 
Barbara Levy said, ‘‘If you try to 
define a family, you’re creating 
social legislation.” 

Fellow committee members 
Glenn Morris, Terry Morris and 
Richard J. McGrath agreed with 
Levy and suggested drawing up 
criteria for determining what 
comprises a household as a way 
of avoiding having to define fami- 
ly 

Glenn Morris proposed defin- 
ing household and giving it a 
limitation in the number of 
members. Everything else, he 
said, would be considered an 
association. Use of a property as 
a residence by an association is 
currently permissible by special 
permit of the Board of Aldermen. 

Alan S. Barkin balked at the 
idea of leaving out the word, 
“family,’’ as a defining term in 
the zoning ordinances. 

“In my 60-odd years, I’ve been 
able to recognize a family when I 
see one. I don’t want a frat house 
moving in next to me,’’ Barkin 
said. 

The committee finally decided 
to turn the matter over to a sub- 
committee formed to come up 
with workable definitions. The 
subcommittee members, ap- 
pointed last night by acting chair- 
man Robert Cohen, are Polly 
Sullivan, Mary Sivak, Terry Mor- 
ris and Barkin. 

An ardent baseball fan, Barkin 
jokingly said he would be willing 
to serve only “‘after the season 
ends on Aug. 6,”’ referring to the
